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HISTORY OF J. BUTLER CHAPMAN 


Chap ys 


In the year of our Lord 1803, to the best of my recollection, uy 
father emigrated to Clarksburg, Harrison County, Virginia, in which county 
he continued to reside untill his death 1832. He purchased a farin two 
miles from town & erected the first Fulling-Nill, 0i1-Mill ¢ Grist-Mill 
West of the Allegheny fountains. The mill was erected on a small] stream 
known as Davidson Run, two miles west from Clarksburg. 

I worked at all the departments, and was first made "Miller" Fuller 
as termed, and understood the Oil making. We made vast amount of Flax- 
Seed Oil, father wagoned it to Merrietta, Ohio, at great loss from leak~ 
age. The country was too new in 1809 for market, the distance too great. 
The water power was too limited for constant work, the creek entirely dry 
all summer. We soon ascertained the limited time of the supply of water 
did not pay expense. Never the less he had much better to have remained 
on his farm, and worked at this trade through sumer, and the Mill three 
months in the year, than to have done as he did. I was twelve years old 
when he sold the mill and farm, and built a Barge with the design of emi- 
grating down the Monongahally & Ohio River, and was a move in the right 
direction. I was too young to comprehend his policy or conclusions; nor 
was I capable of advising had the children been consulted. How my father 
came to abandon the emigration I never recollect of knowing, but whatever 
may have caused the change of mind, it was a fatal result to the future 

of the family, for in 1612 after working round about at his trade Brick- 
laying - plastering, and draging me with him or sending off with some 
low-sott journeyman, or mayby a mean rough apprentice to do small jobs of 
mending fireplaces set grates or walk ten miles to do a job of lathing & 
Plastering, all of which time I ought to have been at school. He finally 
entered into Copartnership to erect a factory in 1812 on Elk kiver near 


_ Clarksburg. 


¥ I never had been to School of any consequence up to this time, when 
he commenced the factory-business again, which the war of 1812 had stimu- 
lated, and my labor now become to be of too much importance to go to 
school. When my father entered into this Copartnership to erect a Woolen 
factory, I never could understand anything of the arrangement - I was 

much dissatisfied because it appeared to me to compromise the independence 
-of the family. His capital was too small to be considered in the magni~ 
tude altho he had the entire management of the whole concern, and any nun- 
ber of Negroes to work and oversee. Hence the work was all considered in 
the name of his partner. He could have earned five dollars per day at his 
trade with half the trouble & perplexity of the management of the oversee- 
ing the extend work factory farm and Negroes when I understood he received 
only one dollar per day. I would not undergo the work he did for ten 
thousand dollars per year. 

I was much dissatisfied but had no alternative but work on at every- 
thing that was doing with negroes and the lowest order of all kind of human 
creatures. 

The only achevment of merit in fathers view for any of the family 
was to do the greatest amount of the hardest and meanest work poseible. 
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He never sought to elevate his family in social refinement. He had no 
appreciation of education, He had no education himself yet he wrote a 
good business hand and kept all his own Books of the immense business he 
was doing; and that engrossdént of all the Clarkship and management and 
work too all the time, was the strongest evidence of his total deficiency, 
logically speaking of the business he was doing. 

By the time the factory commenced we were nearly all used up with 
hard work. I had to yo into the factory and learn to Card, Spin, Weave, 
full cloth by tending the Mill night and day, Color Cloth and dress it for 
wear. 

There was no Order or System in the whole establishment; father was 
all the tine out attending to business all over farm, and no head or fore- 
man in the factory, which comprised Grist Mill, Oi1-Mill, Fulling mill, 
Carding, Spining, Weaving, and every branch of business to the manufactur- 
ing of machinery in the building, yet not one soul responsible for the 
conduct of any branch of work. Hence there was not a particle of profit - 
because there was no system or method of doing the work. 

I was not old enough to go into the army, but volunteered in Captan 
Jo Johnsons Rifle company, at Clarksburg, he was since Governor of Virginia; 
but being a minor father took me out. I was then baulked, but I resolved 
to leave an establishment that I could see no future achievements, but low 
deyredation, the first opportunity. 

The peace of 161) left woolen factories without interest; I was then 
Sixteen years old to leave so degraded an association as the factory em- 
ployees. In those tines the idea of charges of devisions were not thought 
of. 

In the Summer of 1815, I had resolved to leave home; I was prepared 
to start on a Sunday morning. My mother came to my bed and told me she 
understood I was going to leave home, and remonstrated with me, I gave no 
answer whether or not, I had my horse all ready, and after breakfast started 
on an errand, and came to Winchester, Virginia; and by accident stoped at 
the first class hotel in the City. I did not call at the front door of 
the Hotel but rode up the Alley to the Stable, and gave my horse to the 


' Osler and went in with my Saddlebags the backway, like some of the regular 


Boarders frequently do, 

I was so poorly equiped & looked so shabby a boy of 17 years, that 
had I have riden up to the front of the Hotel and asked for lodgins, I 
would have been rejected. Edward M'Guires Hotel was the most aristocratic 
House in Virginia, none but first class of upper tens stopped there, but 
I did not know it, nor had I asked any information as to public houses, 
I had just traveled on as by instinct, designing to make my destination 
Washington City; but the protecting hand of providence was with me, and 
totally ignorant of Winchester or who lived there I rode into the city and 
a passed to public houses, and rode up the Alley to the Stable as familiar 
as tho I belonged to the house, and Old Timothy (a cross rough old darkey, 
that I had many a quarrel with afterwards) put up my horse. I walked into 
the bar and gave my saddlebags and called for a room. My wardrobe in my 
saddlebags was very limited, and when I tock out the only paid of decent 
pants I had and them Nankeen, lo & behold the Saddlebags had greased one 
leg shockingly and unsightable; my clothes soiled & only one pair Nankeen 
at that, and money out, I began to feel very blank, and concluded to try 
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for work in the town. Now what could I do. Was there a factory in the 
City. I could only hear of a Weavers Shop. I went to that, and found a 
number of hand looms at work at the common narrow loom, not even a flying 
shuttle, had no work, I returned to the Hotel, and found from the Col- 
ored Steward I wes an object of curiosity, I noticed everybody looked at 
me which is not common, in large establishments. As I understood after- 
wards an enquiry was made by the attendants and guests at the house, how 
that awkerd outlandish boy came to put up at that house and no one was 
able to tell how I got in, no one saw me comes no one was responsible for 
my admission. They examined my baggage, as the Steward afterwards told 
me, and found matters worse than my appearance; They had acted with me 
like the young woman did when the man asked if a preacher could get to 
Stay; while putting up his horse the young woman said she could tell what 
kind of a preacher by his hymn book, and put her hand in his Saddlebags 
and only found a flask of whiskey;- The Steward a sharp intelligent col- 
ored old man, was about to question me how i came to stop at that house, 
when I interupted him by asking him if he knew any person that wanted a 
clerk. I concluded to assume a little higher tone of consequence than 
hauling for factories and fuling Mills. Yes, he said, the Land Lord 
wanted a good clerk for the Hotel, that the former had just left the 
house and commenced the business of merchandizing - I told him I should 
be glad to take the place; He asked.whether I could give him the Lan Lard 
satisfactory references, certainly, when I had never thought of a scrap 
of paper of any kind, I had left home without leave license or recommen- 
dations, The Steward was called off on business, and the throng of even- 
ing arrivals of guests and boarders, in some measure gave me a little ob~ 
scurity and retreat from scrutiny and close observation. I reflected how 
was I to obtain recommendations to the Clerkship of that eristocratic 
hotel; I knew no one, and my appearance did not recommend me3 as every- 
thing had been providential, I resolved to wait events. The war was just 
over and Officers with uniforms traveling to and fro, manufactories going 
out of use. That night I began to meditate on my uncertain condition in 


_ that aristocratic company, and concluded the home and low vulgar associa- 


tion in the factory would be happiness to the uncertainty I had there; 

That night a Doctor Longaker, a well known citizen of Clarksburg, 
(my home) arrived at the Hotel. He was immediately inquired of whether 
he knew such a family at Clarksburg, certainly he knew John well was he 
there, and before I had the oppertunity of seeing Longaker, he had en- 
gaged Col. McGuire to employ me as clerk in the Hotel, and I was imme- 
diately instaled in Office next day, and had the best of living and fine 
company e 

Next Spring Doctor Longaker came by the Hotel on his rout to Balti- 
more, and while at Baltimore he procured me a Clerkship at the City Hotel, 
and wrote for me to go directly to a berth of good wages. I was sick and 
could not go, and next summer I returned to Clerksburg. 

My father was then engaged in erecting a Furnace, The factory aban- 
doned. 

My situation at Winchester was highly beneficial I had an oppertunity 
of an acquaintance with people from all Nations of the Earth and all parts 
of the United States, my industrious habits had enlisted the interest of 
many Merchants, and all visitors of the City. The great drawback of 
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promise at that age was my defective education, not only a defective liter- 
ary education, but being raised with a very low & vulgar class of asso- 
clates cf the apprentices and working people, that my pronounceation of 
words rendered the defective.education, and my pertness of manner ludicer- 
ous and laughable. fhe aristocracy who came to the Hotel to talk politics 
and drink wine, designated me the outlandish boy, and ny odd expressions 
caused many a laugh. I was very kindly treated by Co. McGuire and his ex- 
cellent family; I was never away from my business night or day, except 

two or three tines I was taken out by some distinguished merchants, and 
lead into bad associations, That men of distinction influence and wealth 
should so far forget their duty to the impulses of youth as to take them 
for companions to debauchery is to be deprecated by all mankind; and duly 
exposed. 

My father was desirous I should acquire all necessary education by 
reading on Sunday and work all the week, he caused me to read with him in 
the testament or some book of lessons, -his pronounceations of words was 
very imperfect incorrect and ungrammatical, that I never have been able to 
recover from the habit during my life. Like the idiom and dialect of pro- 
vincialism. ‘the first pronounceation of a child is the everlasting one, 
hence the most criticle and important periods cf a childs life in the 
superstructure of a correct educational mind is from three years old to 
ten. Whatever idiom or dialect they then use will forever remain. Jie dis- 
tinguish an Irishman, a Frenchman, or a Dutchman, & provincialisms, with 
the same accuteness & conspicuousness, that we do red, black, blue & white 
colors, yet notwithstanding the brogue & provincialism in pronunceation of 
words the person may pronounce correct, but for an Englishman to corrupt 
the word is horrid in the social & polite life, but murder in a profession- 
al man. 

All the Gentiemen that were constant visitors at the Hotel were so 
friendly & familiar with me they would in perfect friendship tell me of 
my defect in speaking, and the crude and homespun names I gave certain ar- 
ticles, was ludicrous in the extreme, & caused many a laugh at my expense. 
Tf I had continued there I might have avoided many hardships of my life.

4 After I returned home and by degrees began to mingle with the working 
people then engaged in erecting a Furnace, I forgot the great necessity of 
going to school, nor was anything of the kind suggested to me. I turned 
my hand to help do something in which there appeared no special interest. 
I think my father suggested to me that I had better take a trip to the 
West, but for what destination I have no recollection; nor do I now recol- 
lect any special purpose, but at any event He“rigged me out with full 
equipage, horse and good Clothes, for what to do I have no recollection. 
When I started East in 1815, I had of myself a fixed design of going to a 
city and doing some kind of business. But when I was fitted out this time 
for the West do not recollect any special purpose was ever expressed; 

I ought to have been directed to some special destination, and to em- 
bark in some special business, and not an endless destination for a use- 
less purpose; 

I left home on the 18" day of September 1816, traveled through the 
South part of Ohio and middle of Kentucky to Louisville, to Vincense, In- 
diana; and then I followed the usual course of young men, to the down hill 
destruction, on the current event of water to Natches; 
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After a few days stay there I became disgusted with the disipation 
and depravity of the Human race; much was said in regard to Texas patriots 
and’I longed for some adventure; The Austin Fillibustering in Mexico, 
presented some inducement. The difficulty was to reach the scene of ac- 
tion. So I concluded to take the first oppertunity to go up the Red-River, 
as far as practicable and join some company to the patriot Fillibusters. 
At that time I had very limited knoweledge of Boating, and Keel~Boats, 
pushed with long polls, was the only mode at that time to ascend that 
Stream; A chance soon presented itself A Keel-Boat was in preparation to 
take a load of Negroes, Apples and Flour to the post of Natchetocheses; I 
engaged with the Captan to Steer the Boat, without the least knowledge of 
the character of the River, and very limited, or none at all of the art 
and Science of Patroon. It was a fearful undertaking but I did not know 
it hence I did not hesitate to undertake to do what required an accon- 
plished boatman of mature age to do. In descending the Mississippi from 
Natches after night I ran into a whirlpool and the Boat whirled up strean, 
it was a mile or two up one side and down the other. I was not suffi- 
ciently skilled in counter hydrostics to get out and go down stream. ‘The 
Captain came to my aid and running a few times round each time nearing the 
edge of the outside and having a good headway shot out. When we reached 
Red River it was flooded December rain nothing but trees could be dis- 
covered, and the current tremendous, striking the Cypress-trees & dashing 
up with irristible force, the only means of propelling the Boat was bush- 
whacking, the waters overflowing the banks in every direction, and both 
sides of the river, sometimes we could strike out into a Lake of clear 
water. 

The color of Red River is a reddish turbid oxide of iron differing 
entirely from the Missoura Kkiver, which gives the turbid ash color to the 
Mississippi. The navigation was extremely hard and disagreeable, as far 
as Alexandria, the falls. There did not seem to be demand for negroes or 
cargo and we proceeded up the river to "Natchetoches." No sale for ne- 
groes and they returned to New Orleans; A man by the name of McDowel had 


charge of the Flour cargo. I undertook to help him for awhile, and left 


for the interior of Texas. "Austin" was outfittin at the Post. A Regi- 
ment of U. State troops had just arrived from Virginia. They erected a 
Fort north of Natchetoches about Thirty miles, designated Seldon barracks. 
I stoped there some time, a soldier stole my money, I recovered it again. 
There were very few Americans in the country at Alexandria all French, at 
Natchetoches all Spanyards and Mexicans. The Fillibustering had not a 
favorable reputation, and was not permitted openly by the U.S. troops. 
Expeditions were only made on pretense of hunting excursions and Indian 
trading, a few fitted out in that way, and the Texas patriots, but a 
mass of frontier adventurers without deception or a master head to curb 
and controle them in order are the most savage & ferocious of all other 
animals. There is less dependency on the human family as a congragative 
aninal for mutual aid than all other wild animals, unless their fate de- 
pend® on mutual aid. It was not only here in Texas that I have experi- 
enced the paricidle proclivities of man, but on several occations, I have 
been cast in the wilderness far out of reach of any municiple controle or 
fear, in company with those just from the strict habits & controle of 
civilization and Christian practices, and I am confident no moral ties, 
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or sympathy or religious influence prevails by nature in the human Soul, 
any more than in a bear or wolf for their species. 

> hy experience has extended through a period of fifty four years, in 
Company with men, removed far fron any restraint or inducement except 
mutual protection from Savages and wild beasts, and in all cases except 
necessity a total moral depravity shown through all situations, 

Since my expedition to Texas in 1816 to the Spring of 1817, I have 
traversed the wildest and most destitute regions in the North America, 
and encountered the most Savage tribes of wild Indians, and of the civi- 
lized white Christians, and cannot see any difference now 1869 in the 
moral depravity and out~lawry baseness of all conduct of wane The wild 
outcasts of Sixty years ago on the Mississippi River, and in Texas, I felt 
more confidence of human safety fifty years ago in Texas, than I should 
now in the same destitute situation here in the U. States as then, . 

However I will resume my naritive and in due time compare other ex- 
peditions with this Texas fillibustering. 

The instinctive perception cf the human is his monitor of self pro- 
tection, if he will regard its dictation. A dog or a child will read the 
soul of iman by the index of his face. At this time of which I speak of 
being far in the wilderness of Texas, I had not yet been nine months from 


the most civilized and accomplished association in the United States. [ 


had only left Winchester the April previous, and I then judged all men 
honest, and reposed confidence in every man. Since then ° 

I thought I discovered a lurking depravity in my company that admonished 
me to leave them, and to do so was at the risk of my life, for many rea-~ 
sons, first, the company might follow me as a deserter, I had considerable 
money with me, my Trunk and Clothes were at the post; Secondly, I run the 
chance of being robed by Mexicans or Spaniards, & Thirdly, the risque of 
faling in with the numerous tribes of Comanche Indians, and my fate was 
Sure. But the more I thought of returning solitary and alone, the more 
determined I becane to try, and but one question arose to be decided, that 
was, should I declare ny purpose to the company, or slip off secretly; I 
decided to make it knovm that I would return, but none seconded it, & yet 
appeared to view my conclusions as natural for one 50 young, only the dan- 
ger of robers & Indians. We were only about one hundred miles from Red 
River, and I determined to travel mostly after night to avoid Indians. 
They never travel after night from a superstitious notion that they will 
meet the evil spirit. I took the same method of avoiding the Rouge River 
Indians, when I traveled from Oregon to California. I had then a boy and 
three horses, we traveled by knight and lay by, through the day. 

I left my company at dusk so as to prevent pursuit. It was a dreary 
lonesome night. The path and tall pine trees was all that was visible 
between me & the clear twinkling Stars the active breeze swaying the pine 
tops to and fro, back and forth as though keeping time with the mournful 
sound of the wind through the tops. As the pines are evergreen & very tall, 
the music was as happy as a street organ. I forgot my lonely condition in 
passing over a beautiful ridge void of all undergrowth, and studied over 
wit® tall heavy growth pines I could not help chiming in with the msic of 
the tops of the trees "Ye stary lights, ye twinkling flames 

Shine to your makers praise." 
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But there was no "moon with paler rays." This ebullition of wild scenery 
and natural music brought me to a reflection of my desperate condition, 
that I was alone in the haunts of Indians and wolves, the wild wilderness 
and thousands of miles from home & friends. All of a sudden I heard a 
hidious howl or yell that echoed through the stillness of the night like 
pandamonium on earth, A cold chill ran through me and a rebound of the 
heart flushed the blood to my head and I becane totally blind, yet I had 
no faintness knew everything but insensible to the toutch, the first im- 
pression it was a pack of wolves, which was the great danger in traveling 
after night, but a moment and I had no doubt but I had been captured by 
Indians. I could feel myself carried off, but did not comprehend how I 
was lifted or moved, It was a consession to fate that a wild animal feels 
when taken by man, believing I was in the hands of the Indians, I had 
yealed as the doomed man does to the Gulliontine. I have since then wit~ 
nessed the same condition of men, who were doomed to be burned alive by 
the Indians and some about suddenly doomed to be hung by the rebels and 
myself taken into the Missouri River at Parkville Mo. to be drowned. It 
is a spasm of resignation that benumbs fear and hope vanishes. I was then 
too young to comprehend the psychology of man, or, or physiology of the 
system. Animal captured struggles only when hope revives for liberty. As 
this was my first experience of tragedy, I suppose & as appeared afterwards, 
I was so suddenly alarmed I had lost consciousness. 

When I left Natchetoches W. McFarland And Wm. Davis two very respect- 
able men who { was well acquainted with, were organizing a company for a 
hunting expedition, but I did not know where they designed going. They had 
com to Natchetoches for the Fillibustering, and had remained there and had 
declined all participation in "Austin expedition." They had told me so 
before I left, and told we if I stayed at Natchetoches, The "Post" called 
by the Spaniards, I would be sick in the next fall. When they started on 
the hunting expedition, they took the same trail we did, intending to go to 
the prarie on the head of the Sabine Run and kill Buffalo. They had reached 
the dividing ridge that night where they would next day leave the trail 
for the head waters of the Sabine, and had encamped on a Spring branch, 
very near the trail I was traveling on, and when I rose on the sumit of 
tite hill & made the noise above stated, they heard me sing. McFarland knew 
my volce and they concluded to have some sport by laying in ambush, and 
surprise me so I could not hurt them with my arms. They sprang on me with 
a yell in Indian fashion, but when I appeared to loos all conscientiousness 
they became alarmed that I was frightened to death & bore me to the camp as 
fast as possible. The light restored me immediately and when I saw licFarland 
& Davis I had no realization of what had Transpired. If I had been sleeping 
for a month the memory of night trail could not have been more completely 
obliterated. As soon as I could realize my situation, I felt as perfect as 
ever, and my friends was mich rejoiced that the fright they had given me as 
a joke had not caused any mental or physical injury. 

The psychology of the human is but little comprehended by philosophers. 
A man or a child may be frightened to insanity by an apperation or a Skele- 
ton, when the attact of a savage or a wild beast will only parrilize sensi- 
bility; a long dream of many events is like the flash of lightening. A 
cold drep of water applied to a sleeping person, they will instantly have 
a long journey through snow and ice and waterfalls. 
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The yells and seizure were simultaneously, when in the brief remember- 
ance the noise was some time before I felt myself in the power of Indians 
& murder, but no pain. 

“We continued in camp next day and my friends tried hard to take me on 
the hunting expedition, but having cence turned back, my heart was fixed on 
home far away in Virginia, and no anticipated danger could have arrested 
my progress. I had lost all taste for the frontier adventures. I had not 
yet been one year from the comforts of a rich Hotel in the Valley of the 
Shannadoa of Virginia. They tried to impress on me the preat danger of 
getting through, which would take two days, & in danger of wolves Indians 
and robers. When WcFarland, who was a true friend & a gentleman, saw I 
was resolved to return to the post, he fixed me out with provisions; and 
at Night we parted never to ueet again; That night I traveled without in- 
teruption, and in the morning I hid in the bushes & took a sleep not see- 
ing any indication of Indians. I continued my journey with sharp look for 
Indian signs, as none appeared I made progress all dav; and if I had not 
fell asleep I could have reached the river that night, but my sleeping 
that night was a providential protection. If I had pursued the journey 
that night { should have been interrupted by the Comanches. They had 
camped on the trail but a few wiles from me, on their way from the North 
of Texas to the Post to trade for flour, If they had have taken me I 
would either have been killed or made prisoner and slave, as I had not any 
friends to ransom me. When I ascertained the Comanches were ahead & had 
cut off my advance to the Post, I changed my course and struck a Buoy high 
up the Red-river, and hid until night when I started again intending to 
reach the Fort twenty five miles above the Post of Natchetoches but getting 
near the river in that country is always dangerous from the numerous heyous 
& cut-offs of the river. I had traveled on the river very often and knew 
its character, and to avoid these deep ugly gulches and the reptiles they 
were full of I had struck out too far and missed the Fort. 

The alegators will crawl far out at night to ketch game, sometimes. a 
mile, i had kiled' them frequently on the Bank, so to avoid one impediment 
I knew of I fell into others I did not know of, 

While traveling down a rivulet or stream the night being very dark, I 
fell into a path plainly beaten. I did not know of any houses in that 
District the country, and supposed it must lead to the Post. I concluded 
to follow it, whether to the Post or to the Fort. I had crossed the little 
stream once or twice when suddenly appeared behind me a tall black figure 
with Spanish blanket in the usual stile over his shoulders, that is a 
slit in the middle and the tead through. I had learned some Spanish 
words, I turned and demanded him to stop, I carried my dirk and pistol 
always in my hands. I said where going he said the post, it was then 
about two oclock [ ordered him before me, he went ahead I followed close 
to his heels prepared for the result, the path crossed the Stream, he said 
water in Spanish; I said water in English. He then asked whether I be- 
longed to the Fort or Post. I said Fort going to Post for Major. That 
was Seldon, the Commander. He then informed me that many Indians were 
camped between there and the post, and he was traveling after night to 
avoid them. Ino longer felt af:°ii of his bad intents but how he came 
so suddenly behind me was a mystery. 

In ten miles of the Post we saw the camp fires of the Indians. They 
mist be flanked that night, or retreat back and go to the Fort up the 
river. the big Spaniard and myself could hold no consultation on that 
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subject, I feared he might lead into ambush, and while I was consulting my 
own mind whether I had not better escape from him unobserved he disappeared 
like a myth. I could not discover which way he had gone nor how he evaded 
my sight. I had just spoke and observed, them camps are Indians; he an- 
swered in the affirmative in Spanish, Cia, and was gone from before me. I 
then felt very much alarmed, and resolved to flank the Indian camps that 
night if alive. On my left was the river and sone farms but I did not de- 
sire to encounter the inhabitants unless absolutely necessary to escape 
the Indians. I left the trail and struck out at right angle, fearing the 
big Spaniard was some place ahead. I kept light of camp fires as beacon 
and at a sufficient distance that dogs could not cent me. They howled 
considerable. I walked very fast for life and by daylight, {f had con- 
pletely flanked the camps of more than two thousand Indians. Next day I 
reached the Post, to the surprise of all who knew the expedition and par- 
ticularly Silas McDowell, who came up &$8 Supercargo. He never expected 

to see me again and had opened my Trunk, and appropriated my Clothes for 
his Sunday dress. He had sold out his cargo and would soon have left. I 
was home sick and disgusted with fillibusterings, and was resolved to pro- 
secute a home Journey by whatever means I could. 

Natchetoches, next day was full of Indians of the real veritable Co- 
manche, Savage, ferocious and deceitful. They were perfectly friendly 
there in town, it was their nearest trading post from the North and to 
there they packed the Buffalo robe for sale, 

In a few days a Keel Boat was to leave for New Orleans, and on that 
we took passage. licDowell and myself agreed to return together my trunk 
was taken to the boat, sometime afterwards Mc.Dowell came to me the Boat 
had started and left us. I then felt in as much of a dilema as when in 
Texas everything I had was in my trunk, but the pants and coat I had on. 
The few clothes McDowell had were also in my Trunk I never could tell, 
but have believed he knew the Boat was going, and had deceived me. 

It was now in February very warm and pleasant, and no boats expected 
up, so there was no alternative but to travel through by land to Natches,. 
If I could have had any idea of the country I never should have attempted 
the Journey through no roads but trails through swamp of chaperal thick 
get with greenbrier, and very few settlements on the rout. The first day 
we crossed Hed Kiver at the Post and traveled but half the day before we 
cane to another outlet of the river, and is now the traveled channel of 
Steamboats. We saw no other chance but to swim, just as we were going to 
take water with our Clothes on our head a tremendous Alegator as large as 
either of us swam up to the shore and looked at us naked, and appeared to 
Say, "Come on I am ready for you," but we did not accept the invitation, 
and declining his company, and procured a different mode of crossing, by 
Tatts 

That night we reached an old Spanish residence and lodged in the 
house, and had Coffee before we rose in the morning, and so had all the 
family. ‘The Coffee was sweetened by the Cane, cut in short pieces. [I 
now was satisfied that McDowell a Kentuckian was a very mean man, he was 
to pay the bills, but he never had small change, and invariably cheated 
every old lady we happened to stop at out of her fees. I remonstrated 
with him of the meaness, he said they would never be the worse of that 
little bit. I had change in my pocket, but if I made an attempt to get 
it he frowned we out of it. The Texas land was high and roling, and I 
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never tired in travel but the country between Natchetoches and the Missis- 
Sippi River is a succession of Swamps Bayous & lakes. The Wiashela River 
is a black dirty inky looking water has numerous branches heading up into 
these greenbrier chaperal, and‘ to avoid the constant crossing of Bayous & 
branches of the Washeta, we had to head the Stream the chaperal & swamps 
& flat lands, and then as we neared the Mississippi, it was high and we 
encountered the Bayous of that Stream. 

Sometimes wade a Swamp waste deep the briers taring clothes and 
flesh. The feet softened by water blistered, and by the time we reached 
the first farm on Mississippi hiver my coat was tore to shreds and my 


_ pants tore entirely off not a particle left. We stoped at a plantation 


in sight of Natches, and an Overseer gave me a pair of Cotton pants Cop- 
peras striped I wore to town. The question was, would i ever get my Trunk 
and money. The Boat had not yet arrived. I was resolved to take the 
first chance up the river, and work my passage, as thousands young adven- 
turers had done before me. They float down the Kiver on the great square 
built flat Boats full of produce, flour, apples, corn, potatoes, chickens, 
hogs and cattle. The stock and produce remained on board the vessels tied 
to the wharf at Natches or New Orleans untill all sold. Cook eat & Sleep 
on board and generally had a cow to give milk on board. The old practice 
was before Steam Boats, after the owmers had sold out the cargo to sell 
the Boat for a trifle, & the owner and hands in a squad start on foot (as 
I had done) and travel through the wilderness and Chickesaw and Chocktaw 
Indian tribes before their removal west of the Mississippi, and Georgia & 
Tennessee to Kentucky. This route was frequently fatal to the up river 
men. Thousands of the New Orleans Flat Boats were laden & sent down the 
Mononghela and from Clarksburg Harrison County, the howe I was then return- 
ing to. Goods of every description was shipped from New Orleans to Louis- 
ville & Cincinnati in what was known by the name of Barges. These Barges 
were rigyed like a schooner with sails, and foot boards on the outside 
near the water when loaded and two Banks of oars on each side, at the Bow 
and Stern, the Boat was propeled principally with long poles twenty feet 
long with large iron Spikes with Sockets on one end, and a smooth round 
nob on the other end, a man walks forward to the bow of the boat runs his 
pike in the ground and places the nob against his shoulder and pushes his 
feet on the running board, in this manner Thirty men fifteen on each side 
will push these large Barges of a hundred & fifty tons from New Orleans to 
Louisville. 

One of Barges came along from New Orleans to Louisville, and conten- 
plated to work up the Mississippi on board. Just before I went on board 
McDowell came along with fine clothes on. I knéw the Trunk had come and 
he confessed he had opened the Trunk. I got some few clothes, but nearly 
everything was taken out. The Barge was starting & I could not wait, the 
Yawl was wating to take me on board, McDowell's conscience smote him and 
he rowed after us and gave me'a small role of paper notes, how much was 
good I do not recollect. The fare on board for forty men is very hard, 
Sea Biscuit and Salt Pork, Coffee and sugar & "filly," which means rations 
of whiskey or tafee. 

The different methods of propelling is sailing when good wind, "Warp- 
ing" when the River is high & no bottom. That is to have a very iong 
heavy rope, take it ahead in a skiff, and fasten one end to the bank or 
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an anchor, and then run down to the boat with the other end, and the hands 
take it and walk on the deck holding the rope on the shoulder and continue 
a circle until the boat is brought up to the fastening, & then repeat the 
operation; and when the water is low, it is polled, and in slack water and 
to cross the river fron one point to another the oars are used. This 
method of ascending the Mississipoi was common fifty years ago and took 
three months fron Natches, and would at this day be a novelty. 

Those who make a business of "Boating" are generally desperate charac- 
ters, and when two or three of these Barges would happen to stop at night 
near to each other, they would have desperate fights. 

These Boating days, like Road Wagons that formerly hauled ali the 
goods from Baltimore & Philadelphia to Ohio & West Virginia, are now super- 
ceded by Stean power. Ly trip up the Mississippi was not as hard as up 
the Red River, 

From Louisville to Cincinnati we came in a small keel-Boat, and from 
there I walked home to Virginia, being absent nine months, 

That was Adventure No. Two. Arrived at home July 4, 1817. 


Chapter _7/_ 


After arriving at howe from this second expedition, which was much 
less profitable than the former to Winchester, It became time I should fix 
on some plan of future persuit for life. 

The two expeditions were so diametrical different in every particu- 
lar, that I ought to have stoped paused and reflected on results of the 
two different scenes of life, and modes of living. The Eastern expedition 
was one year among the most refined society of philosophers polititians 
and aristocratic pleasure seekers, ease and comfort plenty to eat and 
drink of the best provisions and wines cooked in the most fashionable and 
approved epicurian stile and taste, books and daily journals and naga 
zines of all the world. The guests at the table were of the professional 
class, hence professional books of every description. 

Although all kinds of liquors of the best quality in profusion kept 
dn the bar, yet no disapation ever known at the house. If luxury and 
high living with no work was happiness, my location there with that very 
aimable family ought to have been complete. But I felt like a well fed 
caged bird, that would prefer the chance living in the wild forests, than 
to be confined in his palace with plenty to eat & drink and secured from 
all harm of barberous and savage hunters for bird-flesh. I had been from 
the tine I was twelve years old a polititian, I-had an instinctive dis- 
crimination between the old Federalists and the Kepublicans in the war 
designated the Democrats. Col. McGuire was a very large fine looking wan 
of great dignified deportment an old school Federalist, and all of that 
class resorted there. I did not harmonize in feeling with the political 
talk. I read and heard the glorys of the outside world, and from frequent 
talk, pleasant chats.with the guests who had traveled through the West and 
some owning land and towns in the far west with brilliant future before 
them of independence had inculcated a wild & romantic idea of an indepen- 
dent speculation in the far West. The glowing description given by some 
travelers to me personally lad sade such an impression on my mind, of 
greatness and independence that I concluded my confined situation was op- 
pressive in extreme; and Therefore, I left this berth of ease & coufort 
for the experience of this Western adventure to Texas fillibustering, of 
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which I have just written in the previous chapter. 

» Now everything a man does ought to be prosecuted for a given result, 
and for that purpose he oughtsto fix on a programie of action to a given 
destination the ariveing at which, to be governed by circumstances; fut in 
my western adventure or travels If hava no recollection, when I started out 
of any fixed destination of purpose, I do not recollect that in the consul- 
tation with father about going that he prescribed any rule of action or any 
definent point of destination, what I started for or to do, I never recol- 
lected. I appeared to go on without purpose as far as I recollect untill I 
came within range of the news of the Texas revolution, which I did not ap- 
preciate in the first little experience; 

The errors of my life & adventure is very evident; I desired to be 
something more than an equal or companion of the low valgar and debased 
class of human beings; Nechanics % Opperatives may be respectable, but ina 
Slave country where they have to work on a level with the Slaves, the ap- 
prentice the mechanic, the common laborer, if he has to work on a level at 
the same business with the slaves of some aristocrat he falls below the 
Slaves, in public estimation, and has no place in society and again one 
half the work being done by Slave labor, the whole was rendered unprofitable 
Hence to leave establishuents that had no profit or ability to sustain its 
Opperation, was a reasonable é plausible conclusion. 

But the errors of my action in the western expedition were two~fold. 

In the first place I had too poor an education for my aspirations, and that 
itself was fatal. In the Second place I was too young to select a location 
of permanent residence and wait events. I could not at that age anticipate 
the future progress of improvements and rise in the Value of property, hence 
the expedition was wrong, and imprudent; and from these two defects in age 
and education, the journey & labor was a total loss of time and money, with- 
out any possible benefit whatever; For any person to be benefited by going 
to a new country he must have judgment enough to determine the advantages 

of localities for future improvements. Many things has to be considered, 
and then at the mature age for settling in life cooperation of individuals, 
but fifty years ago improvements did not progress with the same rapidity 
they have since the Mexican Wars but a young man to have settled permanently 
in any business locality South, if he could survive the climate and be 
seasoned without dyiny, could if steady, becoue rich; but not more than one 
in six from Virginia mountains live to become acclimated; 

For the philosophy of life in What is the human being the most advan- 
tageous to hinself and society? This is a plain proposition, and to solve 
the problem, I propose to take the two adventurés of my narative, one East, 
and one West, and in the two years time occupied, in the two diametrical 
positions of personal endurance a return to the starting point, nothing, 
gain, loss, two years and expenses; and now again at the same station; the 
hypothesis of calculation now is what has been the departure from lifes ad- 
vantage? 

Suppose I had remained in luxury obscurity and ease at Winchester, and 
never known out-side of there; Dr. Hugh McGuire, of the rebel army is about 
my age, he is there yet and suppose myself there at Seventy two; Then does 
that position give any evidence of being of greater benefit to myself & the 
world, than having taken the West expedition. 
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And on the other hand, suppose I had settled in sone locality in Texas 
or Louisiana, become rich & a Negro holder in obscurity to the Outside 
World? is that any evidence, or having been, or would have been, as an ob- 
Scure negro holder more advantage to the world or enjoyed more life, than 
my future carrear in a protracted life of constant action by knocking and 
thumping through the world building up destroying and reconstructing, plan- 
ing & projecting improvements? 

These two metaphysical propositions can only be answered, by the know- 
ledge of my life and history of my acts and doings of the next succeeding 
fifty years of life. There is a providence in all this on earth, and if the 
measure of my labors were to be filled in the destiny of obscurity in Win- 
chester Virginia, on a rich bottom plantation in Texas or Louisiana, was not 
in the ability of my power or will but the God who for his own wise purpose 
ordered us into existence. That creative power in his spirit and wisdom who 
gave me life, has watched over me and protected and preserved my life through 
all the trials tribulations and thousands of dangers, where it appeared al- 
most impossible to escape destruction, from both the hands of Beasts and men, 

There is now a narative of fifty years to record, of constant action, 
and conflict with the world, and the struggle for life, and the protection of 
those for whom I was responsible, and at the conclusion of this narative of 
fifty years, i submit the two propositions for the kind reader to say whether 
my life has filled the measure of human desire; or the destiny of Gods glory 
in the dilligence and perseverence in developing his creation. 


Chapter _7// — 


When I returned home from Texas it became time I should determine on 
some definit plan of business, and as the last business I had been engaged 
in was boating, I thought of that kind of engagement in a more dignified way 
than a working hand, so I concluded to build a Keel-Boat for the Ohio River, 
the principle mode then of navigation, and freighting. I went to work and 
procured all the timber, and deported on Elk creek, below the Mill-dam at 
the Town of Clarksburg, but before we commenced work on the boat, it was 
abandoned and a proposition was made by the family for me to study medicine. 
¥ ob jected to the business because I did not like it; I had many reasons, my 
education was too limited for one, & the necessary Study too severe. My 
sister Elizabeth was then married, and two or three children now survived 
birth but William C. Graves, now Cashier of the National Bank of Warsaw, In- 
diana, Elizabeth Graves was my favorite of the family and had great influ- 
ence over me. She was two years my senior, and the second child of the 
family, I was from my first recollection much attached to my sister, Betty, 
as I had named her from my first recollection. Ner and husband resided 
close to fathers house, and was generally advised as to events. She took 
sides with the family in persuading me to study medicine. A Doctor, in 
those early days was a profession of dignity, and so urged by my father. 
They the family desired, and very properly too, to disswead me from the 
wild notion of Boating; My father engaged my tuition with one Doctor Wil- 
liams a special friend of the family, residing in Clarksburg; I finally 
consented to undertake the Study, but father never having attended an Eng- 
lish school in his life had no proper appreciation of education, his idea 
of acquiring education was the same as the building of a brick-house, you 
laid in the knowledge in the same ratio of hours you would lay up brick, 
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if you could lay up a thousand Brick in half a day you could lay up two 
thousand in a whole day, and so was his notion of study. The amount of 
learning depended on the number of hours the scholar was kept in the School- 
house. It was a very strangé anomaly in his wind. He had attended a Dutch 
School in Lancaster Pennsylvania but had improved his English education him- 
self so that he kept all his own books and attended through the day to over- 
seeing a business that ought to have had two or three superintendents and 

as many Clerks, When father engaged my medical tuition Doctor Williams told 
him it was absolutely necessary I should go to school and Study Latin, to be 
able to comprehend the tecnicle terms. Well he supposed I could learn 
enough Latin in a month. [I had never studied the Hnglish Grammar and hence 
had no idea of the work myself. I had heard scholars read Latin in the 
School, but was totally ignorant of the modus opperandi; 

Now for the first time in my life I became sensible, the first rudement 
of an English education was the most essential acquisation of mans life; I 
had been so imperfectly and incorrectly taught to read and spell, by ‘iincom- 
petent country teachers with vulgar misapplication of words, that it was 
harder to brake the bad habit than to have begun a new, and in regard to the 
incorrect pronounceation of words { never have been able to brake up. 

Authography, Syntax and prosody at the earliest age possible, are the 
ruling elements of edication. 

I went to the Academy and commenced the study of Latin; In study of 
the Latin grammer, I was frequently enquired of by Mr. Smith the teacher, 
whether I had not studied the English Grammer, no, I had not. Ie at once 
discovered for a young man of eighteen my education was very limited. I 
committed the Latin grammer through but I did not comprehend any meaning in 
it; I knew it by rote, but I could not see any application in it preparatory 
to the study of medicine. 

The preceptor at the Academy told me I mst procure a Latin Dictionary 
and a latin book to read in, father applied to his partner in the works he 
was engaged in Gen. I. G. Jackson, a lawyer and brother in law of Doctor 
Williams; for his Latin Dictionary and Virgel, for me to study in; General 
Jackson said it was impossible for me to be-prepared to use a Latin Diction- 
ary and Virgel in so short a time as I had been going to school; father 
feplied that Doctor Williams had directed the books. Gen. Jackson replyed 
that Doctor Williams did not know a word of Latin, no more than his horse; 
He obtained the books and I commenced in the Eanead 

Mr. Smith, preceptor of the Academy was very kind and attentive; one 
word in the Virgil was a days work, and every day I began to duplus double, 
and the mystery of the Latin Grammer began to develope itself in every new 
word. I soon began to see the advantage and necessity of comuitting the 
Grammer, I began to admire the study; my progress in reading Latin in Virgel 
was so rapid, the Teacher directed me to study in my room and recite once 
a day. We resided a mile from the Academy, and the Teacher visited me fre- 
quently at my room. He was so much pleased with my progress in Latin, he 
advised my father not to put me to Study medicine, but to send me to College, 
and’ let me perfect my education. Mr. Smith plead earnestly for my contin- 
uance at school, that my diligence to study would ensure me a perfect scho- 
lar; JI was extremely anxious to continue my study at school, and go to the 
College I had an idea the profession was a hard business, if perfected; But 
father had implicet confidence in his Doctor Williaus who advised with on 
the subject, that [ had studied enough of Latin & must begin the Study of 
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Anatomy & Pharmacy. I had so little discrition myself in the matter of 
study that I acquieced in all propositions, nothing was farther from my 
wish than to begin the study, and I have ever since been convinced through 
life that it was a bad policy. My education was too imperfect, and with 
that defect and the uncertainty of perfecting the Study cf medicine, and 
attending a course of lectures at some Medical Institution, was very ob- 
jectionable, and again instead of access to practical demonstrations, I 
was to Study at home. 

Doct, Williams was an old fogy and sent me an old Anatomical work and 
an old system on pharmacy, written before the days of Galen; I read & 
read but no application of the subjects I read and it was all piberish. 
After some months, he sent me an anatomical preparation, of very little 
use as it was imperfect in the parts. I had no taste for so dry and mono- 
tonus a study, and began to seek recreation, in mingling with low & vul- 
gar society, & rowdyism and practicing sport on the work pecple frolic 
fandangos and jealousy in the attention,to some country lasses brought on 
many broils and disturbances; 

The fact was I had not the proper associates for a Student. We re- 
sided a mile from the towm of Clarksburg, and before leaving home, having 
been all that while engaged in the factory, I had never cultivated associ- 
ates in the tow, end when I returned after two years all were stranye, 
except the old people. 

After a year study at home, I was sent to study under a doctor from 
Philadelphia, who had located in Parkersburg, Va. While with Dr, Holiday 
I progressed very ranidly. He told me I studied too hard. The office was 
immediately on the Bank of the Ohio River, the water became very low, and 
the citizens on the river and in the town of Parkersburg generally became 
affected with a malignent billous fever; and late in the fall I discovered 
my system was severely affected. The disease commenced with singing in 
the ears. The head became dizzy and the singing became worse, and I . 
started for hone, Seventy five miles; I reached homes but the virus was in 
the system of the most malignant character, I suffered dreadfully from 
nervous effects of the head before becoming confined to my bed; and fi- 
nally a type set in and I had a long and serious seige of typhoid, ny 
hearing totally obliterated and the noises and singing in the ears never 
have recovered from the contimed singing busing roaring boiling hising 
noises in the ears. The hearing was comparatively restored for twenty 
years, and since 183) has been rapidly declining, and now at seventy one 
is almost extinct. " 

I felt the effects of the fever in my physical system, for eight 
years and in fact I never regained the same strength and energy I had. 

Father gave me an outfit of books and medicine, I emegrated to Tyler 
Co. Virginia; The new company and healthy mountain country I in great 
measure regained my health. 

In Tyler County I married a Miss MargarettMcCoy, The McCoys were 
the most distinguished famlies in the County of Tyler. The brother of my 
wife was a Representative to the Legislater of Virginia; They were a very 
industerous and highly respectable people. The Lady was very near my age, 
and was born in Ireland, and at an early age had the small pox, which 
marked her considerable. She was not hansom, but very regular features 
and magnificent forehead, and a women of great strength of mind, courage & 
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fortitude. She had emigrated with her parents to America at four years 
old and reared to industry from infancy. She could do more work, and at- 
tend to more of the business of farm and store than any other woman could 
possibly do 

We were iiarried on the 19" May 1819, and located on the Ohio river 
at Sistersville, a town that had fell to her Brother Jolm McCoy, by mar- 
riage to one of the Miss Wells, of two sisters who inherited the Tom. 

In 1821 I emigrated to Burlington Ohio; It was the county seat of Lawrence 
but the place was too sickly for even a Doctor. I made a greateale of 
money there at my practice of medicine and had two or three students. 

There at this fown of Burlington, we met with a very sad accident. Our 
oldest son "Jerone" was playing in the room where his mother was washing 
the floor with hot water, and fell back in the water, end caused his 

death. le was Three years old The finest child I ever saw in my life and 
the most beautiful of features, and remarkably sensible. 

While at Burlington I thought I had made money enough to build a 
Steam Boat. f{ comaenced the work but found it too heavy a job and after 
expending nearly all I had made I had to give it up. That was a very 
foolish enterprise; When I commenced the Boat-building I had quit practice- 
ing medicine. I moved across the Ohio River to Guyandot in Viryinia and 
resumed the practice of Medicine and made much money, and here at this tom 
in Virginia Jchn McCoy Chapman our third son was born, he is now in Wash- 
ington Territory Puget Sound, 

And here after making a great eale of money at my profession we com- 
mitted a very great blunder in our begining in the world. The wife de- 
sired to visit her kinsfolks in Tyler before we had any permanent home. 

The great error of our lives was at that tine in not providing a home- 
stead in case of disaster. The wife went to Virginia, and I went a pleasur- 
ing trip to Cincinnati, spending money all winter without any profit or) 
business. We spent enough that winter to have purchased a farm and erected 
good buildings. I returned home before my wife and instead of resuming my 
practice I commenced the study of law, with John Ladly, a lawyer of Bar- 
bourville Cabel County; I done nothing to make any money untill I obtained 
my, License to practice in Virginia. I had to obtain the signature of the 
Judges and to do so { had to cross the Allegheney Mountain Juge James 
Allen resided in Rockingham Peter Johnson in Washington Co. and Judge 
Sumers at Charterton Kannahwa County} 

After I had at much expense obtained my license, I traveled to various 
counties to see where { should settle for practice. I attended the courts 
in Kentucky, in the mountains of Virginia, not fleeting with favorable pros- 
pect of the profession, I concluded to try the West and started for Indiana. 

We traveled to Cincinnati by water and reached there in Feb. or March 
but so bad were the Roads that there did not appear to be the least pros- 
pect of reaching Indiana; After staying in Cincinnati for several weeks 
bording at a hotel, {i had an oppertunity to buy two horses, large fine & 
young, worth one hundred & fifty each, then after a few days a team from 
Liberty, Union County Indiana, came in & we had our goods taken out. My 
destination before I left Virginia was Crawfordsville, Montgomery County 
Ia. but it appeared impossible from the State of the roads to ever be able 
to reach our contemplated home. In fact there wore no roads then in 
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Indiana nothing but bottomless swamps 

We concluded to stop at Richmond Indiana, until I could reconetre & 
see how we could reach Crawfordsville; We procured a comfortable place in 
Richmond I left one of the horses and rode to Crawfordsville by the way of 
Indianapolis. I was much pleased with the country round that section but I 
could not see any possible means of getting a family there before fall, & 
the roads dry, that was 1826, « Indianapolis a very small place. 

After I had attended: the Courts in a number of Counties, having ob- 
tained my license from two of the circuit Judges, {f was not satisfied with 
the prospect of business in any of the Eastern Counties. In June I concluded 
to go through the wilderness to Tippecanoe County on the Wabash; I had no 
company from Henry County it was necessary to lay out one night. I had a 
large Iron Gray horse elegantly rigged with double reigns martingales and 
fine saddle; This was the first of my experience laying out by myself I had 
passed the thick timber, and night came on. I set down by a tree intending 
to hold tiy horse by the bridle, until day: I fell a sleep and at day lignt 
I awoke looked up & saw my horse with his head over me fast sleeping. I 
felt so much worried by the previous ride I droped a sleep again. The air 
was very cold, and when I awoke the sun was two hours high, and no horse to 
be seen, lhe had taken the back track, when I caught up with him the bridle 
was so tangled and laved round his two fore legs he could only move a few 
inches at a time, he had purchase to enable him to brake the bridle or I 
should not have overhauled him. That day I reached Lafayette, but no build- 
ings there of consequence; A small log house one Story all open was the 
only public place, and what few people there were in the town and County 
were sick, I rode out with the Doctor into the country to see scwe of his 
patience and the first we came to were people I had left in the mountains of 
Virginia and had not knownof their intention to move to Indiana. They knew 
me in Virginia as a Doctor, and insisted {£ should attend on them I could not 
help acknowledging my profession, although I had renounced the profession 
and came to Indiana to practice law. The Doctor who was attending on these 
peopie insisted I should enter into partnership in the practice, as there 
were much to do. The accident of his patience knowing me to be a Doctor, 
and me not assuming the business, was the highest of recomaendation; and 
from the developement of my former profession of Doctor I never was after 
that exempt 

When { first went to Lafayette 1826, it was impossible to contemplate 
the future improvement of the county or town, Lots on the public square 
were gold at auction for ten dollars each, and in two years were worth two 
thousand dollars and the same with farms, but the country was exceedingly 
sickiy, I took fever and was very near dying, and did not recover from the 
effects for two years; The family were still in kichmond, where Charles W. 
Chapman was born, 

I had traveled the Cercuit all round and concluded to Settle in Craw- 
fordsville, the place I had left Virginia for; In October I went to Rich- 
mond and brought out the family; I was sick nearly all the time with chills 
and fever; We were all sick with the soar mouth during the first winter, I 
was for the first year unable to do any business. 

The next year 1827, I had two students of law, and both becom very 
good lawyers James Talman & Jacob Angle 

I continued to reside in Crawfordsville untill the spring of 1828, when 
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I entered a piece of land one & half miles West of Crawfordsville, in thick 
timber and by dint of labor opened up a farm and planted an orchard. [I con- 
tinued an uncompromising Jackson man and voted for him the second time Nov. - 
1827. The first time in Logan County Virginia 1623; I worked hard on the 
farm & practiced both Law and medicine. I gave all my medical influence to 
Doctor Samel Grimes of Crawfordsville; 

I had a very comfortable farm & plenty of stock and if I had have knowen 
it [I was making noney. We had plenty of everything, but it seemed to me to 
be too mich confined and obscure. I had in the short space of two years se- 
cured ample living from nothing when we arrived at Crawfordsville Oct. 1826. 
I conceived the idea of a faster mode to fortune at some other point of action, 
I was wrong in my calculations; I had practice of both law and medicine to 
make all the necessary money, and I was raising on tho farm every comfort 
that could be desired. 

November 1€29, our first Daughter & only one was born on this farn. 

1830 Next Spring I took an idea to visit Chicago and took as a com- 
panion Isaac Vance, a clerk of Dr. Israel T Canly, the lece of Land Office, 
and went through a wilderness Prairie to Chicago. I bought a piece of land 
a mile from town, and made a fine farm; The only difficulty I had in get- 
ting along was my persistent medling with politics; I was a very devoted 
Jackson Democrat, and in traveling the Circuit with sixteen lawyers 1 was 
invariably the only Jackson man, The first vote I ever gave in Virginia was 
in the first canvas, between Adam, Crawford, Clay, & Jackson, when the Elec- 
tion for President went into the House of Representatives, and Adans was 
chosen over Jackson. I voted twice for Andrew Jackson after that 3 

Being a candidate for the Senate where the Destrict comprised so many 
counties, occupied much of my time and very expensive; and while a man is a 
candidate, he incurs many heavy drawbacks in business. He must talk to 
everybody expend freely, and make no professional charges, and if any of 
constituents treated for him he must foot the bill, a case of that kind 
accured with me, five years after the election, as follows, to wit 

Putnam County [11 

I was a candidate for State Senate in 1830, in a Destrict Comprising 
Putnam Montgomery Tippecanoe, Carroll Counties with vast of Territory at- 
taehed I resided in Nontgowsery, away down on Deer Creek in Putnam, a man 
I have forgotten his name, professed to be a strong friend, and as he after- 
ward said, at his Town Election advocated my Election. But after I had 
been elected Attorney General for the State in the 8th Judicial Destrict, 
and then been elected to the Legislature from Elkhart and Lagrange County 
in 1834, two hundred mile from Putnam Co. I was accosted at the Legislature 
at Indianapolis by this Putnam County man, that Me had one dollar and fifty 
cents to treat my voters on Deer Creek, and he demanded pay as a matter of 
course I paid the bill. Such has been the times in Indiana. 
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I ought to have stated here that in ifarch 1820 our first child was born 
in fyler County Viryinia, and was of the most beautiful proportions that 
human could have: nothing could be more beautiful and healthy looking. We 
named him Jerome; as stated hereafter he grew up with evidence of fine mental 
endowments, and so mich was [ attached to my little Son "Jerome", that I had 
never thought of the possibility of loosing him; 

Before we left Tyler County Virginia our SecorSon was born December 
1822. He was named Thomas in memory of my father; John M. Chapman our third 
son was born at Guyandott Cabble Co. Va. and James NM. Chapman at Logan County 
Va after which we migrated to Indiana, and Charles W. was born Sept 1826 at 
Richmond Indiana, when on our way to Crawfordsville Ia where we settled, and 
where Regina M. Chapman was born, wise

Preface 


It will be the purpose of this work to review in a general 
way the history of the Warsaw schools going back to the beginning 
of the village in 1836 and coming through to the present time. 

If we analyse the perjod it naturally divides itself into about 
five 16ds each Flod being the time between important changes 
in the system. The first period will treat of the schools when 
Wwarsaw was a straggling village before the Civil War but withall 
& busy trading center in the 50's. 


The second period. .so far as our school system is concerned 
would start with the building of the first substantial brick school- 
house in 1855-é% called the Union School. It is no longer doubtful 
after the Pennsylvanie Railroad came through the town thet Warsaw 
would always be the county seat of the County. The Union School 
together with the Cowan Seminary served the town well for the next 
twenty years. 


The third period through which our schools passed began in 1872 
when the town board constructed three new schoolhouses and the old 
Union School was torn down. In the 70's Warsaw made slow but steady ir 
growth and in 1874-6 it became a city instead of a town. These three 
buildings served the city quite well until a new high school was 
DUD L4we bows 1905, 


The greatest boom that Warsaw ever had (if it ever had a boom) 
was from 1900 to 1910 and it was during these years that the new high 
school on Washington street was opened and those who first attended 
there know how badly it was needed, 


, The next improvement in the system was the abandoning of old center 
ward and the building of a new central building on the Conrad Lots and 
@ new east ward. This was done under the superintendency of James M. 
Leffel who began his long and successful career in 1917. For the next 
27 years he guided the destinies of the city schools in a very creditable 
way. His work shell constitute the fifth period of this history. 

The sixth period has just begun under the superintendency of 

Carl L. Burt and, of course, no one Knows what will be the next turn- 
ing point. Mr. Burt is working a change in the system and faces a dif- 
ficult tast because the present orld War II is causing a great up- 
heaval in all lines including that of education. It might be that the 
present high school will be used as a liberal arts school and that anothe 
trade school will be built where a foundry will be possible and where 
expansion can be made for shops. Education is going to be more extensive 
and more practical after the war and may include even an airport at 
the edge of town, The big thing after all jas old showmen will say, is 
not the parade on the uptown streets but the free act at the show grounds 
immediately after the parade! And then too we should not forget the 
Concert after the big show! And last of all comes the steam caliopes 
Let us hope that the American youth is still worth saving.

With the coming 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad thru the village or town in 1856 Warsaw 
was sure of gdways being the county seat of the county, amd the Town 
Board built a three stony square schoolhouse at the southwest corner 
of detroit and Market Streets which marked a turning point in our local 


educational system. This was called the Union School. 
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Kingman's atlas of the County pub LL eed in 1876-78 has the 
following to say about the schools of this early period, 

\\ The early history of the schools is obscure. The records, if 
any were kept, have’all disappeared. The first authentic account to 
be ottained is from Mr. Joseph a. Funk who taught during the winter 
of 1844-5, He was emplceyed by Mr. John Rogers for the township at 
ol7 a month and boarded himself.

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The year 1852 was en important year in regard to schools, It was 
then that the Free School Law was passed which became the foundation of 
the district schools of the State. In other words it made it legal to 
levy taxes for the maintainance of schools. Many people opposed the law. 
Those who had no children would now have to help support the schools. 
Others said that it: would pile up a burdensome debt on the people which 
could not be paid, These people did not take into account the fact that 
if schools were not established the cost of juvenile delinquency would 
exceed the cost of the schools. According to Esary's History of Indiana 
the vote in Kosciusko County was 1068 for the free school law and 444 
against it. The county then contained 10,843 inhabitants of which 1092 
were classed as illiterates. A person consulting the old deeds of this 
period finds that many people made their mark instead of writing their 
name. Judge James S. Frazer who was then in the legislature was one of 
the staunchest friends of the law. Dr. Esary says that Frazer had ideas fc 
in advance of his day. On Page 688 of Vol. II of his history we read, 
"With a prescience far beyond his fellows James 5S. Frazer of Kosciusko 
County argued that there could never be 6 real system of schools until 
money from 4 State fund was distributed equally to every child in the 
State". Frazer was born in July, 1824, Ce a good education. He had 
taught school as a young man and was now serving in the State legislature.

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Judge Frazer and his family for a year or so lived at Vlaukegan, I1ll- 
inois and while there became acquainted with Valois Butler. When the 
Judge returned to Warsaw to live he found the school board looking for 
a new superintendent. Frazer recommended Butler and the result was that 
Butler became superintendent and remained so during the Civil War. Peo- 
ple who knew Butler and went to school under him say that he was a good 
teacher, a man that was well liked. He was a heavy set man. In 1865 the 
school board consisted of W. S. Wilson, Een Richart and John WwW. Pottenger 
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During the time of Valois Butler as superintendent of our schools 
the town was oretty much drained of able bodied men because of the de- 
mands of the Civil War.

Frazer. On Saturday llay 26, 1945 a sale of personal property was held 

on the front lawn of the old Frazer home. It seemed strange to see the 
Old family relics and furniture offered up for sale. Judge Frazer had 
one of the largest libraries of books that were very precious in his day. 


These were sold perhaps to people who did not appreciate the value of the 


. It would have been a wonderful gift to the City or to the Historigal 


Society of the County if the Old Frazer Home could have been Kept as a 
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The subject of text books used in our schools would be a long story. 
Oldtimers tell us that in the earliest schools children brought from 
home any books they happened to have. The Bible was often used for a 
reader. ilcGuffy's readers were used in the schools for several decades, 
They;were later revised and called Eclectic Readers, The writer has one 
of these used by Bertha Nye in the fifth grade in 1884, In it we find 
the old song "Robin Redbreast" which has been sung by school children for 
perhaps & hundred years. "Ben Battle was a soldier bold" appears on Page 
143. It brought down many & house when spoken at a literary by some elo- 
cutionist. The first 51 pages of this reader is devoted to inflections, 
articulation, subvocals and aspirates, all of which a child was supposed 
to Know before he could read well. We have many pupils in high school to- 
day who cannot read well and consider it a joke if they are called on to 
read. Other books of the 1860's and 70's were Ray's arithmetics and alge- 
bras, Willard's histories, Manteith's and McNally's geographies, Pineo's 
grammars, Clark's English and Cutter's Anatomy. Stoddard's Intellectual 
arithmetics were used here in the 1870's. One problem in it is about a 
fish whose head was 4 inches long. The tail was as long as the head and 
half of the body, and the body was as long as head and tail combined. Then 
the question was concerning the length of the fish. This is rather an in- 
volved problem in arithmetic but not Caryn feieuvs if algebra is used. 
Math books of the day were very dry. They were crammed full of problems 
and Ariss tera nothing else. Olney's mathematical series was a popular 
line during the Civil War period. Harvey's Language Course, Venable's 
histories and Thalheimer's Historical Series are advertised books of the 
day. We find these old books now in museums and in our attics. McGuffy's 
readers are considered valuable and a person looking through one of these 
can see that they carried stories that taught a lesson when the demand 


for such was exceeding great. McGuffy was a teacher in Cincinnati then 
the largest city west of the mountains.

he advocated a new building to take the place of the old Union school. 
There is no question but that a new building was needed. Harriet Frazer 
remembered that rods were put across from wall to wall in $ibuiiaing 
to reinforce it: Frank ilacConnel remembers that on stormy days some par- 
ents kept their children at home for fear the building would collapse.

The west ward building of 1872 with some additions is 
still in use. A new east ward was built about 1923 and the center ward 
building was used until about 1916. Each of the outer ward buildings 
had four rooms,.Hest rooms were outside. The central building had three 
class rooms in the basement besides rest rooms and a furnace room, four 
large rooms on the first floor, and three rooms and @ superintendent's 
office on the top floor. The high school was quartered in a double room 
which reached across the south side of the top floor. The basement ex- 
fe nde only a few feet below the ground so that these rooms had good lighi 
and ventilation.

In 1877-78 the whole number of pupils. enrolled in our three 
schools was 685. The average attendance was 528. The teachers in 1878-9. 
were Miss Horney of Kichmond, Indlana;,C. A. Sturgis of Sturgis, Michi- 
gan; Miss Crawford of Normal, Illinois; Miss Wheeler of Pulaski, Michigan; 
iiss Lizzie Edmonston of Quincy, Michigan; Miss Etta Stewart of Terre 
Haute; and Miss Hattie Estabrooke of Terre Haute; Miss Kate Bidwell of 
Lima, Ohio; iliss Carrie Folwell] of White pigeon, Michigan; Miss Mellie 
Helis of Hillsdale, Michigan; Miss Mary White of Dublin, Indiana; and 
Miss Della white of Dublin. hen Mr. Wheeler left here in 1880 Hr. 
Sturgis was placed in charge of the school system. He remained here only 
a year or so. warsaW was going ahead some at this time. New buildings 
were ceive up on all of our main uptown streets. The old Bash home was 
being built where the postoffice is now. The old frame courthouse had 
become quite antiquated and a new one was started in the early 1880's 
which when completed about 1884 was considered the finest county building 
in this part of the State. Again the school board was casting about for 


another capable school superintendent to keep up the standards set by 
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The old Indianians are quite replete with school items of the 
time and much of it is concerning teachers institutes. It appears that 
each township would have their institutes separate except at the end 
of the summer when there would be a county teachers institute held 
some place in the county usually at Jarsaw. The trustee was in charge 
of the schools in his own township and after 1876 when a law was passed 
creating the office of County Superintendent this officer was more or 
less healt the trustees. These institutes would usually be held on Satur- 
day and would last all day. They would rotate around over the township 
and be held at different schools. It was the day of horses and buggies 
and poor roads so the place of meeting was important. One of the leading 
teachers would have charge of the program which consisted of talks by 
the teachers and maybe by some outsider who was a school man. It is in- 
teresting to read today how some person got up before the teachers and 
undertook to tell them how to teach a certain subject. A great deal was 
made of mathematics as being the backbone of the curriculum. For a year 
or so the newspaper gave space for problems persons wanted solved and 
when solved they published the solution. The idea that mathematics is 
euaalutely essential to an education above a certain level is fast being 
discarded, Our schools during the last yuarter of a century have pulled 
away from the old curriculum of Mabhematine. Languages, English and His- 
tory and have introduced Home Economics, agriculture, Physical Training, 
Shop Work, llanual Training, and aeronautics. /hen it was proposed back 
about 1900 to put Home Ec and 4g in the schools many people laughed at 
the proposition. They said girls would learn to cook at home and boys 
would learn to farm from their fathers, In many instances now after al- 
most fifty years we find that the parents are not home long enough to 
teach their children anything and that to teach a person takes the time 
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and patience that they are in Some cases not willing to give, 
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Back in the 1870! svift a person wanted to teach in the Bantry te 
schools éf this county they were required to have had some training 
above the eighth grade. Almost every summer some of the leading school 
men of the county would hold @ Normal School some place in the County. 
One summer it wes held at Pierceton, C. P. Hodge was in charge. Any 
person was welcome to attend this school for a fee which was not pro- 
hibitive. It would run for about six weeks. In this school those who 
wanted to teach were instructed in the subjects. This was, of course, 

a quick concentrated review of any subjects that the student thought he 
was in need of. Along with this the teachers tried to teach some peda- 
gogy. Thus equipped the young teacher went forth to teach a school. In 
the town schools the teacher was usually required to have had some train 
ing at a college. These old Normal Schools served & good purpose for 
money was scarce and many @ person who made a good teacher perhaps never 
could have taught had it not been for these county schools of training. 
It was considered a great accomplishment in those days for a person to 
hold a life license, In the report of the State Superintendent for 1916 
we find that Jesse ate issued such a license in 1916. He taught 
at Elwood. awa Pre late Wendel Wilkie was one of his pupils.

Dublin is a town about the 
es of Leesburg and is about ten miles west of Richmona in wayne County. 
The new man was John Pool Mather, aged 34, His ancestors came to this 
country immediately after the arrival of William Penn, His fatherin 

1817 founded the settlement known as Mather's Mills, Ohio on the iiami 
River, In 1849 he located near Richmond, Indiana, where the Friends 
founded Earlham College. Mather was a Quaker and graduated from Earl- 
ham, His mother was Ruth Ann Pool a native of Wayne County. ilather 
graduated in 1867 and then taught school and travelled some for the 
Eclectic Publishing House. The Eclectic series of texts were then being 
used in the schools. He had been pricipal at Economy, Hagertown, and at 
Fountain City before going to Dublin. After flan years in Warsaw 
he left for Duluth in what is now the State of liinnesota. He was a 
republican in politics @s were all of our earlier superintendents;and 
most of the later ones. In 1886 he was nominated for State Superintend- 
ent but was not elected, In March, 1882 he visited at Richmond and brought 
ogee with him to warsaw, She was the daughter of an inventor by 
the mame of ilendenhall. They became the parents of two children, Rich- 
ard and Eva. The family attended the Presbyterian Church which was 
a new brick building about this time at the southwest corner of Market 
and High streets. The schools in Warsaw went ahead under the leadership 
of Prof. Mather, It is said that he founded the school library which 
iaer AN in the northwest room in the basement of old center ward un- 
til the present Carnegie Library was built about 1916.

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Warsaw took ona good many changes during the 1880's, The old 
fire cistern! gave way to a new water system which had pressure enough’ 
to throw water over the tower of the new courthouse which was finished 
in 1884, J. D. Kutz and others piped the uptown part of the city for 
gas which was then used for lighting, however,“ April 9th, 1887 our streets 
were first lighted by electric lights. Jabash was the first city in the 
world to be so lighted.

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Activities of the 1880's, 

The 1880's saw two parks spring up that meant much to Warsaw. 

One was Lakeside and the other Spring Fountain. Lakeside was on the 
west ehore of Pike Lake and the other was on the Beyer land where the 
Town of Winona Lake is now.

At the opera house shows such as Peck's bad Boy or Uncle Tom's Cabin 
were leading attractions. L. W. Royse was the honorable mayor. Some

Oldfather, The Globe, Phillipsons, The Northern Indianian, Grabners, 

NV. W. Reed Hotel, Haas meat market, Joe Campfield's gun store, Hendee's 
shoe store, Glessner's shoe store, J. R. Nye and Sons grocery, Thomas! 
grocery, The Lake City Bank, C. ii. Chapman, and Conrads and Orams,. 

Prof, Mather was superintendent in ‘Jarsaw longer than any other 
person had been up to his time. It was not until 1887 that he left fee 
Duvet h and the work was turned over to Thomas Jefferson Saj{nders who 
came here from Butler in Dekalb county. The school board in atts, days 
consisted of Samuel Oldfather, Charlie Pyle, and Jack Glessner, three 
leading business men of the day. Pyle was a druggist who in the late 80's 
sold out to Isaiah Db. Webb. Pyle then went with others to Hiawatha, Kan- 
sas. Samuel Oldfather was a Eieinede man who had become quite well to do. 
Glessner was identified with the shoe business and was a capable and well 
to do business man. S. D. Anglin was the county superintendent for many 
years. &. J. Macalpine followed him in the phi eee when he died in 

1896 George Worley became superintendent. Chester Prentice Hodge, a for- 


mer school man,died in 1887, Anglin wrote a 75-page treatise on the county 


schools of his day, a book that would be valuable today. 
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Prof, Mather is given credit for starting a school library here 
in the, 1880's. ive read in the old records of the Commissioners ' Court 
that there used to be a library at the old courthouse in connection 
with the auditor's office, It was established in 1850 and deputy audi- 
tor D, K, Pershing was placed in charge. He was an uncle of General

This libraryfAbecame very well stocked with good books. People 
wanting to borrow books went there on Saturday afternoons. Miss Ethel 
Baker, iiss ilinnie Gary, Lulu Helpinan and Blanche Goddard were some of 
the women who assisted as librarians at different times. The room, how- 
ever, Was not very large and there was no place to sit down and read. 
The borrower on going into the room was confronted by a railing behind 
Which he could not go. There was no effort to improve the conditions 
until 1914. At that time some citizens met at the Methodist Church under 
the auspices of the womens’ clubs. Nrs. ‘William Conred presided. 4 repre- 
sentative from the Indiana State Library Comuission spoke. He stated 
what the necessary steps were to obtain a Carnegie Library. Other promin- 
ent citizens spoke including lirs. W. W. Reed, Judge Bowser, Superintendent 
Kaufman, WwW. D, Frazer, Jesse eschbach, Warren Darst and Judge Royse. The 
result was that in 1916 the present building costing about ¥17000.00 was 
started and turned over to the Library Board in 1917. The president of the 
firs’ Library Eoard was Nrs.

Taylor did not stay 
in varsaw long perhaps because of his activity in politics, however, the 
democrats were quite prominent during this time when Cleveland became 
the standard beerer of his party for the second time. Miss Blade avers 
hard , who taught for many years in varsaw Was teaching here at the time 
Edward Taylor was in charge of the schools, She remembers Prof, Taylor 


as a good school man who was good to his teachers and wanted everything 


to be neat about the schools. Walter Brubaker was a high school student 
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while Taylor was here, 
The Brubaker family have been residents of Warsaw for a long time, 
Abe Brubaker was a small man who was associated With banking. In the 
1890's he was cashier of the old State Bank at the southwest corner of 
Buffalo and Gen Market Streets. Others in the bank were Silas Chipman 
and earlier his brother Samuel. Walter Chipman worked there for some 
years. John Brubeker, father of Walter and Howard Brubaker, was an attor- 
ney and later an abstractor. He had his office opposite south of the 
courthouse upstairs opposite Coleman Brothers insurance company, another 
old firm in Jarsaw, Walter Brubaker today is one of the ablest attorneys

The superintendent's office was in the front of the building and on the 
third floor. It was the day of play recesses. When the weather permitted 
the children were allowed to play fifteen minutes, the boys on the west 
side of the grounds and the girls on the east. Whipcracker and leap frog 
were favorite beth As with the boys. Noah McComb was the janitor in 1893. 

He wgs wholly capable of taking care of any emergency that arose in the 
boys rést room which was kept immaculatly clean. At the foot of the back 
stairs was the school pump. Here some buckets of fresh water were lined up 
out of which the pupils drank with some metal dippers that were chained 

to the benches. In the winter these would become covered with ice. Re- 
cesses in the winter were only a few minutes long and each room passed 

at different times, There was a square brick pen just southwest of the 
building in which ashes were placed, Wood ashes used to be used in soap 
making. Just west of the building was Beyer Brothers Butter, Egg and 
Poultry House. The cackling of hens and the crowing of roosters constantly 
fotilaed the students that they should be industrious to keep up with the 
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It was the day of corporal punishment. Every now and then we 

could hear somebody crying in the hall because they were getting a 
Whipping. Boys who were eereoutiaa for a whipping would pad their 
trousers. Pupids that were punished in this way no doubt were bad 

eggs and needed all they received. It was about this time that Dad 
Sharp was in charge of West Ward. This school was known as the hardest 
one to handle because a lot of rowdies lived in the west end. No 

bad boy, howver, ever boasted to his comrades about putting anything 
over on Mr. Sharp. Mr. Sharp who is now National Commander of the 

G. A. poe al at the age of 97 has a stern look in his eye. No teacher 
in Warsaw was ever more highly respected by his students than was this 
veteran of the Civil Jar. The rule came out about this time that every 
session of school should have devotions at the beginning of the inorning 
period, I can remember of singing the same hymn every morning for a 
whol wee and of repeating the Lord's Ge ruleg on dismissal 
was that all pupils stay in line until they got out to the alley or to 
the flag pole on the northeast corner. To march in from play recess 
we lined up and there must be no shoving. When school was out every 
boy ‘and girl was to go directly to their homes and report before going 


any place else, Hach room had its own hall where we hung our Wraps. 


There was no talking in the halls, no loitering, and no running. When 


we came to school we were to go directly to our seats and get busy.

actor as Well as a minister of the Gosnel. Large crawds came to hear 
him, It is not difficult for a really great minister to have a crawd 

at his services. The problem is to get a room large enough to hold the 
people, Commencements were held at the Opera House until about 1905 od 
when they commenced to use the Methodist Church. This was used until 
1940 when the exercises were first held in the auditorium of the Sen- 
lor High School with lir.

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In the 1890's the post-office was in the Moon Block on the south- 
€ast corner of marie’ and Buffalo strestas This was @ gathering place 
for the pupils after school for they all wanted to get the mail. An- 
other place where the older students collected was at the Opera House 
entrance at None of llarket and Indiana streets. Any HESS going up 
the street to center ward would have to run the gauntlet of a company of 
boys standing at this corner. The Funk property was the same as now and 
the Presbyterian church stood where it does now but had not been re- 


modelled. East of this was a greenhouse west of Beyer's Plant. They 


grew plants here for Spring Fountain Park which they owned and operated. 


There were several places in town to buy school supplies. One was at

B. «. Morris' Book Store on the corner and another was Fosters Drug Store 
east of Phillipsons. There were no paved streets. Cobblestone gutters 
lined each side of the business district streets. Some wooden sidewalks 
were still uptown but stone and concrete walks were gradually taking thei

lighted by arc lights one of which hung at each main street intersection,

This aroused some criticism. in tne 
matter of diagramming sentences Mr. Harter made it compulsory to use the 
oval method describing in great detail just how it should be done. a 
sentence diagramed in this way looked real good if the ovals were maae 
uniformly and neatly. His third blanket rule was that in grading vnemes 
the teachers had to use numbers from 1 to 10. The pupils had to learn 
too what these numbers stood for.

He saw the construction 
of an athletic field on grounds that for forty years had been waste 
dumping ground, Behind him he had able men on the school board such as 
Estil A, Gast, Flint Bash, J. Edward Headley, Allan Widaman, Lloyd John- 
Son, Ray Miner, Clarence.Cex, Wilbur Maish Sr.e, and others. He had 
competent principals at all of the buildings, J. D. Lee Cline at Central, 
Mis Gea at Kast ward end Varn Ginn at West Ward.

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CHANGES IN VALUATIONS AREER i 


Back in the days when Abraham Lincoln Was a boy in Indiana we 
read that if any person happened in the neighborhood who professed to 
know anything about Greek and Algebra he was considered a wizard. There 
was, in other words, a definite line of demarcation between the common 
run of people and those who had a college degree. A century and e half 
of progress along scientific lines has changed this to a large extent. 
A man now to come into a community and create much of a stir would have 
to be someone who had made a@ name for himself in some particular line 
of work or in politics ar in the military or naval service. In the 1890's 
it was customary to refer to a certain peoson as being a smart man or 
woman, This meant that he was well informed along the lines of litera- 
ture, history, and perhaps science. This idea of smartness no longer pre- 
vails, We realize now that it is impossible for one human brain to hold 
within its grasp all knowledge. We are in the day of specialization, a 
day when a person eee off somewhere in his life and becomes a well 
informed person along a certain line. It would be amusing to us to have 
the State for example to issue a license to some individual to teach all 
of ,the high school subjects. No living person could have such an exten- 
sive education. This might have been possible many years ago when the 
curriculum encompassed five or six subjects, a day when if a man was a 
good wathematiciam and historian, it was though that he could perhaps 
bluff his way thru the remaining part of the school work. Those were the 
days too when school meant more than it does now. There were few dis- 
tractions and people were more or less bound to their homes because 
travelling facilities were very limited. Now with good roads, radios, 
motion pictures, aeroplanes etc. even the dullest students have dreams. 
Students that sit before teachers today have seen more at the age of i0 


than older students used to see in a lifetime. A two hundred mile trip is

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ft was while iirt Leffél was in charge of the schools of .arsaw 
that a state law was passed making it compulsory for the schools to of- 
fer aes training. This made it necessary for each school to have a 
gymnasium and so within the space of a few years many gymnasiums were 
built in this county. They fitted into the program very well for it gave 
the school a place in which to have their basketball games. No longer 
would their team have to practise out on the school lot and use some empty 
hall or old school for a place in which to play their games. when the 
new high school building was built in arsaw in 1905 a small room was left 
on the south side of the basement for gymnasium. It never was adequate. 
Back in 1917 they were using it for their cames but basketball then was 
not so popular a sport as it grew to be some years later. In fact when it 
first came out it was considered a girls' game, The boys were supposed to 
play a he man's game which was either football or baseball. The first bas- 
ketball tournament in the city was held at the old opera house on ilarket 
Street. This had been condemned ag being unsafe for shows. Only a few 
tournaments were held here. About 1922-4 a community building was built 
on the north side of Fort Jayne Street north of the present armory buildin, 
It was a frame building hurriedly constructed by Merl Hodges as contrac- 
tor. In the flood of 1927 or thereabouts the water ruined the floor and so 
& new floor had to be constructed over the old one. wany an interesting 
game and tournament were played in this building. It was heated by four 
furnaces used just as stoves, one in each corner. Dressing rooms were 
provided, It served very well untia the Armory was built about 1931. The 
Community building had doors on each side the main entrance being to the 
south on Ft. Wayne Street. The seats were common seats such ere Bina in 
@ show tent. The floor was excellent being made of hard pine. It was built 
by money contributed by the business men of the town with perhaps’ some 


help from the school money, 
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Basketball filled a gap in the school activities Which was @ good 
thing. Football used to runout about’ Thanksgiving and the baseball sea- 
son did not begin until late spring. Baaitet bari seane up the program thru 
the winter months. The principals of the schools of the county made up the 
program in the fall at teachers' institute. The players could be transporte 
in automobile ena hacks which became common about 1925. uefore that 
time horses were used for hacks, Taking the boys from one school to another 
developed a certain closer relationship between the schools and the tourna- 
mentin the spring gave them something .to look forward to. An unofficial 
county tournament was started in the late 1920's from which Warsaw was 
barred but after a few years when a few principalships had changed they 
were invited to play in it. This tournament came along in January and was 
a good forrunner of the real official tournament which Was scheduled for 
about the first week in ilarch. After this is over some schools had track 
events and a few tournaments were held in this. A. L. Trester was at the 
head of athletics in the State during the building up days of basketball. 
Since Jarsaw was the central place of the county these tournaments were 
usually held here, however, some were held at other towns where they could 
accommodate the crowd. One of the first tournaments was held at Pierceton

about 1921 ina gymnasium made out of an Old livery barn. Wr. Ray Kuhn was 
then in charge of the schools there, Fir timber was used for a Ticorn.. This 
gym was uptown toward the southeast part of town. Until a new school was 
bua@lt at Leesburg they also used Hart brown's old livery barn for a gym, 

It was an old firetrap which stood Justnorth of the school building on .the 
Cast side of the street. Basketball no doubt was a good thing for the count 
as a whole for it brought together teams from all over the county and 
created more of a common interest. It caused new schools to be built at 
Mentone, Leesburg, /ebster, and-Pierceton and Silver Lake. New schools 


are now (1945) badly needed at Atwood, Burket, and Beaver Dam. basketball 


is made possible because of school buses and hard surfaced roads. A trip 
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of 20 miles across the county can now be made in less than én hour © 
While forty years ago such a trip would have taken several hours and 
the accommodations for the trip would have been such that nobody would 
have enjoyed it. Games can now be scheduled in advance and the people 
who have tickets can be pretty sure that the game will be played at the 
scheduled time. Sickness and snow and ice sometimes cause a game to be 
postponed, 

There is no doubt but that athletics has come into the schools to 
Stay. The Greeks in their day used to emphasize the training of the body. 
4 good mind in a poor body is not a good setup for life), It is the pur- 
pose of physical training to introduce the students to some of the better 
and corrective habits of life such as physical cleanliness and alertness. 
There was considerable complaint when the idea of hiring a person to teacl 
physical training was made a law. Many said that farm students had had 
enough of a workout at home before they arrived at school. .iany town boys 
hed morning paper routes which taxed their strength in bad weather and 


they said that , of course, these boys needed no physiceél training. “Jim" 


_ datson in a@ speech made fun of the idea of hauling a student to school anc 


then exercising himafter he got there. He said they used to let them get 
the exercise by walking to school. Be this as it may there are a lot of 
boys and girls in the schools that do not get much exercise and it bene- 
fits them. Then too, physical training teaches cooperation in games and 
gives a boy or girl who has ability along the line of gymnastics to. show 
What he can do. The physical training exhibit at the end of the year was 
one of the events of the year. Each of the teachers in the grades had 
their children in the event. The high school students put on jumping 
Stunts, tumbling, pyramid building, dancing and hag cation ball games, 

A very large crowd was always in attendance at these exhibits which were 
held either outside or in the armory. To prepare for one of these the 


start was made about March1 two months before it was stared. 
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During Mr, Leffel's superintendency here there were many outside 
events which became a part of the schools activities. aA Hi Y was formed 
for boys Who wanted to join a club that emphasized clean speech and clean 
living. sige tings were held once a imonth at the high school building. A 
speaker was secured and a regular routine of business attended to. The 
High Y would sponser one party each year and at the end of the year they 
would have a picnic at one of the lakes. To this picnic they would in- 
vite the girls of their choice, lir, Chastain was sponsor of this organ- 
ization. a spring get to gether of many of these High Y's would be held 
at Culver anda dele;ation from here would go. There was n@ organization 
Of this kind for the ie. 

Two class plays were put on every year at the high school a Senior 
Play along in the winter and a Junior Play later in the Spring. These 
were coached for a good many years by iliss Agar of Valporaiso who would 
come here and stay several weeks and take ehares of the play. The play 
would be put on at the Centennial Theatre one night. The rent for the 
theatee was »65 a night and Miss agar received wTo and expenses, Some 
very good plays were staged there. about 1940 the auditorium was ready for 
use ae the high school so that plays no longer had to be taken away for 
exhibition. This was much better for practices could then be given right 
where the play was to be staged and all scenery could be put in place. 
Forest Croop, the shop teacher, very efficiently run the Seon e Tc part of 
the play and looked after the lighting effects. Mr. Crabill, lir. Campbell 
Mr, Broo and Wiss lirs, Petrie were some of the teachers who had charge of 
the plays. Nrs. Petrie began when tir. Burt was superintendent. Her hus- 
band was the band leader at Winona. With the new arrangement it is pos- 
Sible for the school to make more money on their plays. we find on con- 


sulting the old Tigers that plays have been given for many years. They 


were no doubt put on in the old assembly room under great handicaps. 
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It was a custom ae ee these years to have some picnics at the 
end of the school year to which the teachers and the superintendent and 
their wives were always invited. The biggest one was the Junior-Senior 
picnic which would be held either at Wawasee Lake or at Lake ijanitou 
near Rochester. It would be the afternoon of class day. After the exer- 
cises at the high schoo@ the picnic was the next thing in order. Those 
who could would go in cars that they owned or in cars owned by friends. 
If there were any left Sete the others had gone the teachers would take 
them in their cars, after they would get to the picnic they would no 
doubt return with someone else, The y would meet someone there and arrange 
to go back with them, Picnics were run by committees at the head of 
which was a teacher or two. When the time came to have the big eat the 
baskets and sacks that the pupils and teachers had brought were opened 
and arranged on tables. There was a great deal of arranging to do for 
this and in case of rain it had to be taken inside. In many instances 
George Nye made coffee and furnished the cream and sugar and cups. This 
was done in lard cans which he kept on hand. In these cans he also had 
& supply of napkins, tea towels, case knives, butcher knives, can popen- 


ers and other necessities that might be n@eded. For those who did not 


drink coffee other drinks were provided such as chocolate milk or pop. 

If the day was hot no coffee was made but an eight gallon jar which Nye 
had was pressed into service and filled with lemonade. The committee 
would squeeze out the lemons at the high school and this juice with a 
cake of ice and some sugar and good well water solved the problem. A long 
paddle made at Johnson's for the purpose wW served as a stirring rod. 
After the tables were cleared the big dance would commence baat ar i 
the music for which was furnished by some orchestra. The party usually 


broke up about midnight. It was the duty of the principal and some other 


stay until the hour for going home had arrived.

The Junior-sehior picnic was the largest one of the year but 
not always the most interesting one, The Freshmen would have a picnic 
probably at Huffman's Lake northwest of Atwood where uir. Person had a 
plenic grounds. He was always very liberal with he- his grounds ana 
would furnish wood for a big fire in an outside stove. At these grounds 
there was plenty of room for play and a well shaded place to eat. If it 
rained there was a cottage or two that could be used. iiiss Simons and 
ur, Nye were usually in charge of the Freshmen picnic which would be 
held Seer banaads evening of the last week of school. Sometimes the 
pupils would bring food, other times a collection was taken up and the 
food purchased and prepared, The Sophomore picnic was sometimes held at 
at lir. Pearson's Park on the east side of Silver Lake. Here was a large 
picnic site on a knoll that overlooked the lake, a very pretty place for 
an outing. iliss Thrift and iir. Barton were sometimes in charge of the 
picnics at this place. .ir, Yenner always liked to take part in the out- 
door play. Lesides these picnics there were others sponsored by the 
High Y, the Commercial Club, and the Science Club. The latter would some- 
times have their picnic at Haders on Tippecanoe River. Other places used 
fortpicnics were Yellow Banks hotel, iiunson's cottage on Chapman wake, 
Goose Lake, crystal Lake, and the Girl's’ Camp grounds at Winona wake. 
The years activities closed with a baccalaureat sermon at the .lethodist 
Church and a commencement at the Presbyterian Church. For these commence- 
ments some of the ablest speakers were secured. Some were Rv. uloyd 


Douglas, Dr. Jonathan Rigdon, 


After the commencement was over a summer program would be begun by the 
Janitors in which 211 the three or four buildings of the city would be 


put in excellent shape for the beginning of school the next september. 
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For a good many years it was customary during lr. Leffel's 


time as superintendent to have an exhibit at the end of the school

year along about the time that the lilacs a@re- were in bloom, This 

Was the climax of a great deal of preyaration on the part of the pu- 
pils. The teachers would exhibit work done by the pupils from the first 
grade clear thru the school to the senior.high school. The high school 
mathematics exhibit was displayed in Koom 7. The best work that had 

been handed in during the year was worked together in chains and hung 
from the mouling near the celling. This could usually be o- accomplishe: 
in a day or two by the students with plenty of gumned tape and a step 
ladder. Other work was made into books and Just laid on the table for 
the inspection of the parents. In English the teachers could exhibit

day and many other things of interest. The exhibits in History were even 


more varied than those in other branches. History was taught by .iiss 
Frances sharp énd iinglish by Miss Simons and jiliss idgington. In Physics 
and Chemistry the apparatus used could be cleaned up nicely and exhibite: 
and some trustworthy student could be given the task of performing an 
experiment. In one Physics exhibit Néner Kickle had a minature set of 
farm buildings eguipped with running water. Several experiments such as 
the absorption of water by hot ammonia gas and the boiling of water under 
reduced pressure were easy to perform and of interest to the people. 
During the exhibit which last ed from Thursday evening to Saturday night 
teachers werd on duty and guests oes asked to register, In the late 
1930's the expenses of the exhibit exceeded the benefits, so the Board 
decided, and further exhibits were postponed indefinitely, It is quite 
likely that when conditions get back to normal that something of this 
kind will be revived avain. The most positive of all exhibits was the 


manual training exhibit for here they saw what was actually constructed. 
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Jhen the high school was first occupied about 1904-5 the Chemistry 
Laboratory was in the northwest room upstairs, Examination of the floor 
in this room will show where the water and drain pipes used to go thru. 
ties became illiss Herrick's room for a long time. The room south on the 
southwest corner was the Science Room until the new addition was built. 
Here was an apparatus room which is now a rest room for the women teachei 
and a dark room which is now a rest room for the men teachers. This room 
was in charge of Geo. Nye who taught Physics, There were eight black 
topped tables in it and about twenty four chairs. On the north side was 
&@ platform on which was an old Physics table brought over from Genter 
dard. This table was a darb. when new it had about a thousand small piec. 
of nickle platted apparatus in it each piece fitting into a cloth covere 
compartment which had a number on it! A book of instructions must have 
come with the table about 1892 which instructions told the teacher just 
what numbers he would need for a certain demonstration. The pieces were 
mostly gone by 1924 but the little number plates were still as good as 
ever, From 1924 to 1944 it was the policy of the superintendent to pur- 
chase a list of new apparatus, the list being made up by the teacher, 
The purchases perhaps averaged two hundred dollars or less per year for 
Physics and about the same for Chemistry. wiarsaw had many times more ap- 
paratus for these courses than any other school in the County. In fact 
Nye 1n visiting other schools found that in some Physics was being taught 
we with no apparatus except a yard Stick, a few bottles, and a pair of 
Spring balances! In Jarsaw the teacher would leaf thru a scientific cat- 
alogue, get are ideas and make a good many things himself. To make 
Waves for example all one need do is to take the bell off of an electric 
bell, tie a’thread to the clappen and start the thing going. .iaves can 
be send for several hundred feet down the hall by running the ball. In 


a catalogue this is called a wave maker} Sells for about 35.00! hluch

to the old Commercial Room. The superintendent is now in the old art 
Room, From upstairs the Chemistry was moved downstairs back in Cauffman': 
time to the southwest room in the basement. Here it was well located, 
There was a stock room that was well kept. The old Chemistry Lab preside 
over by Nye, iiss Shoup, Miss Pugh and others always looked neat and 

did very well for the time. Recitations,in Chemistry were conducted in 
the room above. The old Chemistry Tables were discarded when the new 
parts were built. This old lab is now part of the shower bath room for 
girls. The new lab th in the west wing. It was first in the present farm 
shop room and was moved about 1943 to its present location at quite an 
expense. Let us hope that this fourth location of the Chemistry Lab in 
Warsaw High will be the last. It is now in the room intended for a Physi: 
s Lab. The present Chemistry Lab was first used as a Boy's Club under 
the direction of Fete Thorne but this has been changed. The Bakers Boys 
Club was founded here some twenty years ago by Bram Baker who was a son 


of Joe Baker and his wife who was a sister of John Runyan. 
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HISTGRY OF THE TIGER 


I have in my hand issue No. 2 of Volume 1 of The Tiger. The date on the 
front is February 17, 1905. It is an Orange colored book of sixteen paves besides 
the back. It is a paper backed book measuring 7 x 10 inches printed by the Smith 
Bene sry a firm where the Gove trintery is now opposite south from the Hae office. 
Mr, will Smith started a printery some years before 1905 and for several years was 
in the east room of the Opera House tlock now the loose Building. Sevsrel rooms 
west of him (the second east of the alley) was the Salvation army Hall. This work 
beginning about 1897 in this room was carried on by two women from Chicago, Miss 
wiggins and Kuth Varneal. They employed Mr. Smith to do their printing and the out- 
come was that hiiss «iggins and ur, Smith were married. The room was abandoned as 
army quarters verhaps about 1907. The Salvation Army had a large following at that 
time and the parade to Shane's corner led by Beanard Lowrey with the drum and John 
Switzer as bass singer reached from Center Street almost back to the hall. Many 
people now living remember these outdoor meetings some of them perhaps being in this 
parade. 

* This old copy of The Tiger was published semi-monthly. On the front is a draw- 
ing of a Tiger, the work of Ada satson of the Class of 1908, The subscription was 
five cents per copy or forty cents for the remainder of the year. The Editor-in-Chief 
was Farl Gibson, the business manager was James Donaldson, who had as his assistant 
William Gray Lophr. Gibson was a son of one of the first three graduates of the 
High School in 1878, His mother with two other girls made up the Class of '78 when 
we H. wheeler was the new superintendent. The other two were Belle iieimer and Alice 
Carpenter. Belle weimer Burket passed away a few years ago at her home in the west. 
Mrs. Gibson, daugiter of the late iienry (Bunty) Shaffer is still living ee ena 
dhen last heard from Alice Carpenter was, living near Cleveland, Ohio. Mrs. Gibson 


attended the commencement exercises here a few years ago. 
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The associate editors of this old Tiger Staff were Jerome Power, Hazel Jennings, 
Betty.Reed, wilbur Maish and Trella wood. Ned «ebber was Athletic Editor and Clifford 
Belch was the exchange Editor. ihe onlyathletics engaged in in those days were base 
ball and foot ball. Foot ball was given an impetus by a young man named Tracey who 
was a friend of James Vinton Godman who had come to Warsaw from wabash. A large 
negro boy was induced to attend high school because he was considered an expert play=- 
er on the foot ball team. Games were then played either at Riverview Park or on 
the commons out east of Scott Street and south of Center Street. Riverview Park was 
a name given to that great expanse of territory west of west Street and northwest of 
the «est Jard Schoolhouse. It was here that Buffalo Bill's and Pawnee Bill's Great Sho: 
used to set up on their visits to warsaw. To take the place of athletics in those 
early days of this twentieth century they had play recesses fifteen minutes long 
when the weather permitted. The school was then at the southwest corner of Market 
and Detroit Streets covering thi's half block, There was plenty of room for play. 
Leap frog and whip cracker were two of the leading games. 

This old Tiger has several poems and articles in it written by the students. 
Robert Henry has a poem. Jerome Power and Clarence Gorton each have a short story. 
Marjorie McAlpine has a drawing of a school girl of the time. She wears a long skirt, 
a white sweater and a fur cap. Marjorie McAlpine, Laphne Kobinson, and Lillian Haines 
each have an article. It was at this time about 1905 that the Orange and the Black 
was adopted as the school song and also as colors. A committee consisting of Rhoda 
Douglas and others was appointed to select the school song and colors and this was 


their decision, The Princeton College song was taken and revised to fit the oocasion, 


Some of the other students prominent in the four year high school at this time were 
Monn iiioae! Grace Lefever, Dora Simison, Lester Boggs, Charlie Chandler, Will Cole- 
man, Mable Fowler, alice Hayward, Frances Richart, Bert Ruggles, Shirley Miller, Eva 
crea idith ienderson, Arther Hahne, and Jessie Jackman. This was the last class 


to be gracuated from the old building.,The commencement exercises were held in the 


opear house. bLester Loggs gave a very good valedictory speech. 
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It is interesting to notice some of the old advertisements in these early Tigers. 
The baa was taken for several years by Charles F. Nye who had a clothing store just 
south of the old State Bank. Joe Campfield had a sporting goods store either on south 
Buffalo street where the north room of the laundry is or on east Center Street where 
the present ussig Store is. Campfield moved about this time. Watsons have an ad in the 
Tiger. The winona Store was run at this time by the kuggles who had bought out Foster. 
This was a store of two or three fronts east of Phillipsons. with the Ruggles came 
Frank Gilworth who was destined to make arsaw his future home. Gilworth became one 
of the town clovms who was always good for a joke. Ruggles run the drug store for about 
ten years and then it was sold out to make wey for other kinds of stores. L. Je Bibler, 
@ prominent undertaker of the day, has his ad as being located at 109 East Center Street. 
Richardson's iry Goods Store has a full page. This was a big two room store north of 
Phillipsons, the north room being a shoe store, the south one being a dry goods store. 
Ben Richardson was one of the most prominent men of the times and for a long time he 
was mayor during street paving and sewer programs. 

The warsaw Plumbing & Heating Company were up-to-date plumbers at 109 East 7 
Center Street. Orr Ford was the manager. Smith « Dukes were funeral directors at the 
northeast corner of Lake and Main Streets. The building they were in still stands as

one of the oldest frame buildings in town. The Golden Rule Market was at the corner 
of Union and Market Streets. Phillipsons were in the same location as now. Graves and 
Bartol, The Up-Totbate Restaurant run by Frank Evans on Center Street; C. 0. Gerard' s 
Restaurant, br. lunean, dentist; Charles Shroyer, Lruggist; The Globe; Heavy Smith's 
Shoe Store, Stouffer's Grocery; Lisle & Kemp's Laundry; F. P. Bradway and Son's Grocery, 
Levy's Meat liarket, b. 4. Morris' Book Store; the Hotel Hays by Reed & Smith; The Kos- 
ciusko County Lank with abe Brubaker as cashier; Houser's Studio; Wk H. Bowser's Grocery; 
Lynch's Lrug Store; Little Crow Flour and Ripple's New Brunswick Kestaurant where 
Breading's Cigar Store is now were some of the firms advertised in the Tigers of this 
period. The Morris book Store moved syoeefet this time from the corner and Bradway's 


grocery oocupied this room opposite south from the cannon. 
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The Tiger followed the school to the new quarters on washington Street in the fall 
of 1905. In the issue for May 22, 1905 appeared a picture of the new building for which 
Be ie Bradley of Fort wayne was the architect. The school board was composed of D. Il. 
Lessig, President of the Lake City Bank, Mat Rittenhouse, owner of a harness shop on 
the north side of the square, and J. a. Coleman of the insurance office, and a man prominent 
j 

in banking circles. These men were all past middle age. The new buidding replaced the 

old Bram Funk feiss which sat high on a pretty terraced lawn. On Fage & of the Cotober, 

1907 issue appears a program of the high school at that time. The teachers were Mr. 

Rouch, Miss Lewis, Miss Gray, Miss Sowser, Miss Sharp, and Mr. Hawkes who was principal. 

The superintendent when the change came was J. J. Early who had succeeded Noble Harter. 

The pay of teachers at this time was quite small. If a good teacher received p60 a month 
this was consided good. The principal received only 375.00 a month. In 1878 Mr. wheeler 

was paid »1200.00 a year for his services as superintendent. By 1906 this had perhaps 
increased 50%. 

The subjects taught in the high school forty years ago were Latin, History, Commer ~ 
Cial, English, Mathematics, Physiology by Mr. karly, Physics, Civics, Zoology, Physical 
Geography, Chemistry, and German. Mr. Early had been the Chemistry teacher at the old 
building. In 1906-7 a, L. Branner took over the Science oourses and coachea the football 
team. His team became State Champions by winning once over Sheridan, Indiana. Brenner 
was a Chemistry major at I. U. and a very capable man. when the new building was first 
used some of the rooms on the east end were not yet finished. A fair was given which was 
Well attended and the proceeds used to buy pictures for the new building. The Winona Aggie 
School was then going strong. «we played them in football and had a debate with them in 
April, 1906 on the Wee of Municipal Ovmership of Public Utilities. The debaters were 
Merl Dic sce Power and George ecm abd Judge Bowser was one of the three 
judges. The high school was then composed of about 200 students or less. Two seats were 
placed side by side in the assembly. Bob Shaw and Dick Tooley were the janitors. 
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About 1908 or 09 John Jacob Larly was called to Sheridan, “yoming to become the 
superintendent of the schools of this fast growing western city of perhaps 8000 people. 
Sheridan was at that time the largest city in northern Wyoming, Mr. Early is still

the superintendent at Sheri an., About this time, too, the principal, Mr. Hawkes, 
went to Sheridan where he served as principal for several years. HH. S. Kaufman fol- 
lowed Mr. Early in warsaw as superintendent. lie was here about eight years when the

1943 since which time lir. Burt has been in char;e. The salary now is eround $3300.00

a year. It appears that the Tiger as originally founded might have dtadtont sometime 
between 1708 and 1312. The first annual called the Tiger was put out by the class of 
1912. This is a long narrow book which opened from one end. Yellow and black was the 
color scheme of the back. The Tiger Staff consisted ofr Joe Ettinger as Lditor-in 
Chief; Glennie Sellers, Art Editor; Madeline Huse as Literary kditor; kd anderick as 
Athletio Editor; Frances Aller as Local Editor; and Clem G. Michael as Business Mana- 
ger. The faculty at this time consisted of Mr. Hanna, Principal; Harriet Lessig, 
German teacher; Frances Elder, Saienkes Mrs. Jennie webber, art; Mr. Antonides, Mathe- 
matics; Miss Mattie Ripple, Music; Mr. Fred Rouch, Commercial; Miss Vanja Rundquist, 
Latin; and Mr, william McAlpine as History teacher. 

Silliam Mcalpine was quite a wag as well as a history teacher with ability. He 
was a large man of giant stride. He used to teach at Oswego and the story is told that 


one day he was walking into Leesburg, 4 farmer came along with a wagon dra.n by two horse: 


He asked Mac if he wanted to ride. Mac's reply was that he guessed not because he was in sé 


hurry’ whether Mac outstretched the team into Leesburg is not known but he could cover 
a lot of ground in an hour's time. In 1917 he left here for Akron, Chio to be a teaoher 
| Of Chemistry. He tea made a few visits back to his old home community in these last 
thirty years and is always an interesting character to talk to. Byron McAlpine, a rela- 
tive, was one of the ablest County Superintendents the County ever had. licAlpine, it 
seemed, had a wide scope for he taught Trigonometry here in 1915-16. The first world war 


was on at that time and it was difficult for him to talk of any other subject except the 


war even in a Trigonometry class. 
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The senior class officers for 1912, the Class that published the Tiger for the 
first time as an annual, were Clem Michael, President; id M, Anderick, Vice Fresident; 
Florence B. Gilliam, Secretary; and lLierle Mahoney, Treasurer. There were about 60 
members of this class, our present sheriff, Frank Lucas, being one of them, and our 
well known attorney, Ezra Graham, being another. ihe Junior Class in 1912 had for 
officers Clarence Maish, Tom Gilliam, Glenora Lloyd, and “sther wood. Burton Foulk, 
Albert Estep, and our enterprising attorney Francis Bowser were members of this class. 
In the Sophomore list we find the names of Lverett Kasor, Carl Mahoney, Lale Rigdon 
Katherine trisu, iurles Nine and Milo Nye. The Fresiman Class of ahout 75 members 
included Jerry lloazgland, Tom Louglas, John Cook, Leverett Peterson, Gladys Yost, and 
Hobart Summy. The whole number in high school numbered about 250. By 1y12 the commen- 
cement exercises were beginning to be held ina church usually the old Methodist Chuech 
which was capable of seating a larye audience. The baccalaureat exercises were at 
Some special church depsnding on tie minister that the class had selected.,. The Opera 
House which is no doubt one of the strongest buildings in town had been condemned as 
unsafe; However the first basketball tournament ever held in the city was in that 
building upstairs, 

Not much is said in the old papers of the town about athletics in the schools. 

It ey, that baseball and football were playeu with baseball taking the lead. There 

is no mention of anything like a tournament and no mention of going avay to other towns, 
dhen basketball first berzan it was considered beneath the dignity of a red blooded boy 
to participate in such a weak game and so it was left to the girls, There was a boys 
basketball Ae and a girls team pictured in this old annual. Rouch was the coach. On 
the boys team we find Franklin, Lucas, Anderick, Michael, Berst and Conklin. On the 
other team we find Schloss, Garner, Boyd, Spencer, Carrol and Ruse. The girls were 

well dressed in bloomers. It appears that out of nine games the girls won eignt and the 
one with elkhart was 12 to 12, The boys that year won only one game and that was with 
Akron 25 to 22. The game with Columbia City was 8 to 112 the score showing that our 
boys perhaps spent the night before thes eaue at some hilarious bobsled party, or perhaps

Urganizations in the High School at this time consisted of the Shakespearian Club 
with Ruth Stanton as President. This club met every two weeks to discuss the plays.of 
the Bard of avon. Twelve girls and three boys were members, The German Club under the 
direction of Miss “essig, the teacher, had 16 members besides the teacher. The Glee 
Club had arthur Shepler as its president, The two Allen boys were outstanding bass 
Singers in this organization. Owen Allen and “rnie Allen together with Paul Stouffer 
and Harry Bumbaugh made uy the quartedte. The Senior Class Flay. "The Professor's 
Predicament" was ziven the 14th and 15th of april, Tie Junior-Senior Banquet was the 
leading social affair of the school, as it still is. This was held at the Hays Hotel, 
ee ves furnished by a Victrola which vas then a very popular music box. The Super- 
intendent Mr. Kaufman acted as master of ceremonies and toasts were given by Verling Je; 
Jameson, Frof. Mcalpine, Joe attinger, Owen Allen and Madeline Ruse. Some of the favor- 
ite songs of the day were "Please go Away and Let me Sleep", "You great Big Beautiful 
Doll", "Put Your Arms Around Me iloney", and "No wedding Bells for Me." 1912 was a day 
when warsaw was making some strides ahead and siinona was prosperous, Interurban oars 
and new pavements and sewers had added: much to the appearance and convenience of the 
citizens. Some new buildings were going up about town and a few automobiles might have 
been seen going down the streets frightening the horses, They were known as horseless 
per nieaes: br. Hggleston had one of the first ones, The very first one was owned by

Mr. Hafer, of the firm of Hafer and Richardson. It was an electric car, 
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It is doubtful if the Tigen.was published continuously during the years from 
1912 to 1919. The writer does not have all of these copies if it was. Since 1919, 
however, it appears that it has made its appearame each year. In the 1920's the annual 
was sponsored by hiss Frances Shurpt who taught at different times History, Mathematics 
and Social Studies, It was during these years that the annual reached its highest goal, 
A person looking over the Tigers for this period can see that they really reflect the 
best things atout the school, The art work is exceeding good. The printing oe always 
done here at the Times office, the engraving ususally by Staffords at Indianapolis 
or by Fontiac in Uhicago. Tie Tiger never had a stiff back because it was impossible 
then to get such a back put on it in warsaw., low it can be done at the Free Methodist 
Publishing House at winona, what it may have lacked in this respect was made up for in 
the arrangement and embellishments within. Lach issue was dedicated to some one con- 
nected with the school. The copy for 1912, by tiie way, was dedicated to Superintendent 
Kaufman. It has always been considered an honor to have the class dedicate a Tiger 
to a person. The person so chosen felt highly honored. In the course of years this 
honor has fallen to tiany of our local citizens who were then teaching. 

In 1927 the sponsoring of the annual was turned over to George Nye, who was not 
enthusiastic at all about taking the added responsibility. Nye was then teaching Math 
in old Room 7. Since the first class was graduated from the Warsaw High School in 1878 
he decided to get out a historical edition just fifty years later in 1928, By corres- 
ponding with former Supt. wheeler who was then in Chicago he was able to learn some- 
thing about the school of uheeler's time. Then,too,the first three graduates were all 
living and he got in touch with them and got their pictures. This issue contains picture 
of the students in the high school in 1882, a picture of old center ward, and a pioture 
of the old Cowan Seine of w. H. wheeler who really started a graded school, and 
pictures of the first graduates both in 1878 and fifty years after, The old picture of 
1882-3 stows John P, Mather, a wuaker, as principal, with about 35 pupils who then made 
up the high school. Among them are John Mort, Charlie Moon, Perry Smith, Lew Lesh, Lan 
Bitner, Bram Baker, Eulalia Everhard, Minnie Gibson, Mattie Bates, and others. 
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In the old Tiger of 1912 we find a few Hy: in the back devoted to advertisements. 
Nye's Clothing Store, heavy Smith's Shoes, Richardsons, The Winona College of agricul- 
Lure with’ J, C. Creckenridge as President, The Globe, The Modern Cobbleries, The State 
Bank, The Collopy Studio, Little Crow, The Winona College with Jonathan Rigdon as 
Fresident, Lowe's butch Grocery, The Interurban News Stand, Lovedays, Watsons, Petersons, 
Parl ianheone? wie warsaw vandy Kitcnen, wm. Nye,Jeweler, Joe Campfield's, Evans and Polk, 
Charles Shroyer, and the «winona Interurban were some of the advertisers. The latter 
ad contains a picture of the Flyer, @ car that made no stops except at towns, A. F,. 
Carteaux was in the meat market business, Lr, Lydia Copper was an osteopath in the Elks 
arcade, M.M.Syphers was in the ice cream business. The Toggery was a clothing store in 
the new Elks arcade, The only mention made of an automobile is in Earl Conrads ad in 
which the buick is mentioned, also the Apperson Jack tabbit. The only picture show 
mentioned is The Rex, According to the Tiger for 1317 some of the firms in warsaw 
were Houser's Studio, 0. DL, Baker, who represented The Royal Tailors, DePoy's 5 & 10, 
The Globe, The Ford Grocery at 120 S. Buffalo, The Thomas 5 & 10 in the Moon Block, 

The Centennial Theatre, Burke Cook, 115 «w. Market auto dealer, Lewis Troy Laundry, The 
lake City Bank, Strauss Electric, McConnell's Millinery, Phillipsons, Dickey &Sons, 
Geo. Polk auto dealer; ‘iood & Gochenour, attorneys; Grabner's Hardware Store; Goshert's 
P 
Book Store; Schrock's bry Uleaning; Telmo Market; Ringle's, Gilworth's, Meyer's Dry 
Goods and the Interurban News Stand run by Clerk Mumaw.* The Interurban Depot about this 
time was in the old hotel building where the present Kagle's building is now. Mr. Kauf- 
man was superintendent for 1916-17, his last year here, Teachers were Mr. Robbins, Lil- 
lian Haines, Frances sharp, «william McAlpine, Marian Herrick, Mary Z. Simons, Mark 
Rhoads, Olive Helwig, Mamie Richards, Mrs. Webber and Miss Jaques. 5, A, Harris was the 
janitor. In tuis Tiger is a writeup of the big alumni Centennial Banquet held at the 
new Methodist Uhurch in the summer of 1916, Ed Hendee of San Diego, California acted as 
toastmaster. Classes reassembled and each class had separate tables. Joe liaroni, an 
Italian well known in warsaw, was the harpist.

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The year 1917 seemed to be a year of some changes in the high school, Mr, Leffel 
became Superintendent and Mr. lowmshend became the principal, Teachers pictured in the. 
1919 Tiger are Miss Ralston, Miss Jaques, Miss Noel, Mr, Covalt, Miss King, Miss Stoll, 
Mr. Yenner, Miss Elsie King, Mrs, webber, Miss Tyler and Mr, Ohmart., Mr. Yenner had 
taught Pere ee yt 1906, Mr. Ohmart who is still tcaching perhaps holds the record for 
being the longest in service. In the 1919 Tiger is pictured the service fleg for the 
First world war, Opposite the picture are the names of the soldiers in that war who 

had graduated from this hign school, There are about 120 names, Plays during these years 
were directed by iiss Avar of Valporaisoe. The new Centennial Theatre was obtained for 
the plays whieh was a great improvement over the assembly room, This copy contains the 
ad of walter H. Cook who at that time had a saw mill and yards on the east side of Cen- 
ter Lake, MeConnell's Millinery store and The Indiana Loan 38 Trust Coe are mentioned, 
Stephenson's, The D. % V. Shoe Co., winebrenner's Interurban Cafe, Liebrock and Gerard, 
and Kutters all have uds in this copy. Luring the war the school had a company of cadets 
who dressed more or less as soldiers and who were drilled by Mr, Tovmshend. Silas war- 


ner was one of the leaders, 
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Purchasers had to pay down’only about one-fourth of the total amount and 
interest for one year in advance on the remainder. So the actual down 
cost of this section was between three and four hundred dollars. 

In 1859 things were cheap, The business for the whole county bal- 
anced at 714,941.97 according to the report by J. B. Dodge, treasurer. 
4 man would saw wood all day for less than $1.00 and be glad to walk 
from portal to portal. E. Eby, an undertaker, received $7.43 for a coffin 
and burial of a poor person whom they called paupers. Toi Douglas who 
had charge of the poor house south-east of Warsaw was paid $3.00 for 
laying up 600 rails. Dick Loney, a cabinet maker of Warsaw, was paid. 
v8.00 for two bedsteads and one table for the old brick jail. He was 
allowed $10.00 for coffins and services in the burial of a woman and her 
child. Assessors were paid $1.50 a day, Good wood” soldutor $17.50, .a.:cord, 
Coal in this county was not used much as a fuel until about 1900. Com- 
missioners allowed bills for wood for the courthouse and also for candles 
‘for lighting the county offices. Bridge repair jobs would require only 
250 and a whole new bridge would be built for about $300. Bridges were 
built with logs over which a heavy flooring wes placed, Piling consti- 
fetes the abutments. iWany streams, of course, were crossed at fords. 
The cost of a pauper funeral was only $5.00 and this was paid to the 
underteker for the coffin. If the undertaker put in for more than this 
his bill was cut to this amount. <A coffin and roughbox came at $5.00. 
R. C. Smith was an undertaker at Leesburg. Richard Loney was at warsaw, 
There was no embalming, The body was washed, dressed, placed in the cof- 
fin and taken to the burying grounds by any means which was handy. In . 
the winter some pretty shallow graves were dug. The burial grounds for 
Warsaw were in the southeast part of town) east of south Hickory street. — 
Commissioners received $3.00 a day. One could board at the Wright House 


or at Popham's exchange for about 60g a day and stay all the time and 
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have a good roga for about $5.00 a week, Eggs were log a dozen, ham 
8g a pound, lard 4¢, coffee 15¢ a pouhon and sugar 6 pounds for a quarter. 
Bill Chapman, a grand old philario who used to runa saloon here in the 
90's,said his mother used to send him to town with @ basket of eggs in 
those days and he would lighten the load by throwing them at differ- 
ent targets along the line. They were so cheap that a few eggs made no 
difference. Pigs run wild more or Bye Sane that any person who was in 
need of pork could go out and slay a hog and have frozen pok for his 
family during the winter. Game was plentiful in the woods and fish in the 
streams. Reub \/illiams remembered of seeing a deer within the 6% town 
limits on Prospect Hill in the late 50's. Wild pigeons and wild turkeys 
were plentiful. 

Commissioners records of the 1850's were concerned with many things. 


Many pages of trustee's bonds appear wherein the newly elected trustee 


would get several people to go on his bond. idany assignments appear, where 


in the title to parcels of lands in school sections 16 changed hands. The 
sale of school lands was in the hans of the auditor. Many pages are taken 
up with road matters wherein viewers are appointed after & petition has 
been made, Then later the report of the viewers appears. ilaybe the road 
is granted and maybe not. Certain men who helped to locate a road were 
paid $1.00 a day and the surveyor $3.00 a day. Not all petitions were 

for new roads. liany were for changes in old roads. If the county was to 
build anything in the way of a new building the specifications appear 

and take up several pages. Such was the case for the new office building 
built in the Sane of 1859 just north of the old courthouse. Other’ 
specifications appear for a line of hitchracks about certain sides of 

the syuere, and for new outhouses, an addition to the old jail that sat 
on the southwest corner of the sjuare, and for a new fence around the 


same. In one case the grand jury Specifies a piece of zinc for the north 


cell opposite the stove, 
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One problem that the county commissioners have allways had to deal with has been 
that of taking care of the poor. Everybody was poor more or less in the early days of 
settlement of this county in the sense that they had no money. Barter was the oustom of 
the times and all the merchants in the county would trade store goods for whatever the 
settlers had to seri. But there were some who were indigent due to sickness or to being 
Crippled and the county would pay a certain amount towards their keep, We find entries 
for this cause in the very beginning of the commissioners court at Leesburg in 1836, 

In Suaidererinn toe, of the poor we must remember that the county also was comparatively) 
poor. It required only two men to take the Pi nute er mnie: G. W. A. Royse took the 
east half of the county and #illiam Felkner the west half, Linty of the first entries say 
that the bill is to be paid “whenever funds are available", In 1836 there were so few 
people living south of the river in the county in what pay called wayne Township that 
this part is alluded to in some entries ina rather Pisses ‘style. 

It is interesting to review in a very general way the story of the poor in this 


County. It was not until 1851 that any county home was provided. Up to this time, as

we have suid before, they were farmed out at so much per week or stayed at their rela- 
tives. The county would pay about $1.50 a week in the 1850's. Records show that at every 
meeting of the commissioners it was ordered that money be paid to mershants for boots 
and shoes and clothing and food furnished to the poor, also to doctors for careing for 
the sick who had no means. In some cases we read where a person or perhaps a family 
would be sent out of the county on the railroad and this would solve the problem as far 


as the Board was concerned. This was called railroading them back to where they came from. 


The final expense in these cases was the railroad fare on the Fort wayne and Chicago rail- 


road. In case of death the county would pay $5.00 for a ooffiné to some cabinet maker 
and the body was buried in some burying grounds which today may be farmed over for all 
we know. The summer of 1838 was a time of much sickness in Warsaw. Alfred Wilcox in 

an article on the times says that many died in the village of a fever aggravated, if not 
Caused, by great swarms of mosquitoes which infested the whole settlement. There was 


not enough well people here that summer to take decent oare of the dead, 
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In 1850 while Warsaw was still a village the Board of Commissioners consisting of

Tine new building was put in charge of Thomas Douglas who was pte Keep the inmates at so 
ouch a week, The farm was placed in general charge of three overseers Alfred Wilcox, the 
BD iditer. Samuel Kelly and Alex Pittenger. In 1857 Stephen Biddlecome was the lowest and 
gbest responsible bidder for the place and the commissioners contracted with him, He was 
to keep the insane for $2.75 a week, the sane for $1.50 a week and all children beyond the 
nursing stage and up to 10 years of age for $1.20 a week. In 1857 the Board of Commission- 
ers were Bit jah Horton, James woodden and Samuel Abbitt. 

On the night of the 6th of Ootober, 1859 the poor house was consumed by a fire. 
The inmates were taken to a schoolhouse down southeast along the road known as the Soott 
school, Here the custodian of the poor said he could keep them all winter if a shed 
could be built. The Sounty agent was authorized to do this and to purchase necessary 
furniture and supplies to help them thru the winter. It is quite likely that this was 
@ schoolhouse that was not being used for school purposes at the time, Schoolhouses at 


this time were either log or frame. In due season another house was built where the old 


one had burned and the poor house continued on this site until 1874. It would be interesting 


to know how the little band of unfortunates got thru the winter of 1859-60 in this old 


schoolhouse but 


we have no records and everybody who figured in the tradgedy has gone 
to his reward, | 
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In April, 1874 the Board of Commissioners purchased a farm south of Warsaw 


from Ehud and Martha webb for $8,402.00.

The building was a very 
fine structure when finished, Sylvester Nicely was in charge, Zeal -Barringer was given 
Charge of the power plant. In the eerly spring of 1897 the building caught (fire from 
some gasolene in the basement and much of it burned, The living quarters for the oustodian 
was about all that remained. ‘The inmates were taken over into the old building, which, 
fortunately had not been removed. A new building built after the same blueprints as the 
old one was built and this remains there today being about 50 years old. Lem Rarriok 
followed Mr. Nicely as superintendent, J. B. Pfleiderer, then a young man, was in charge 
of the farm work being paid $18 a month which was considered good pay at that time for 
} farm labor, He worked there about eight years and remembers much about the place at that 
time. A new barn built there was one of the first in the county to have what is called

Warsaw, Frazer was one of the leading attorneys. John Nye was a young man 


about town who helped his uncle Andrew whitewash anything that was to be 
whitewashed, and helped him plaster houses and build cisterns. In 1858 he 


married Mary a. McComb. Sammy Horn had a chair factory at the northwest 


corner of Buffalo and Main Streets. Yohn & Doke were business men at 

North Webster. We read of many allowances for wood furnished the public 
officed and the jail. In December, 1858,a new safe came for the offices 
from the Urban and Dodd Safe Co. of Cincinnati, Ohio. It cost %425,00 plus 
218.48 freight charges paid to the Ft. Wayne anda Chicago Railroad. Then too 
Reuben Dout was paid $2.00 for hauling it from the depot, and Treasurer 
Dodge was paid $15.00 as expenses for going to Cincinnati to purchase it.

his tame! D. P. Kenson ,who had a foundry here was paid $60.00 for 5 new 
stoves for the office building. Sarah Cox was paid 56.00 for 2 quilts and 
A comfort for the jail. Lewis Trish was paid 32.50 for a set of hobbles for 
Sheriff Scott to use at the jail. Al Rush and Eb Hazzard were paid for 
painting signs. Rezin jJinship, a well to do farmer just west of town, was 
paid ¥7.50 for a load of stone delivered to the site of the new building. 
In December, 1859 Cosgrove asked the commissioners to take over the new 
building which they did. Alex Pittenger was placed in charge of the court- 
house. 

It, was in the period under discussion that Seward Township was formed 
out of part of Franklin and ‘Ir, Barbour became the first trustee. After 
several trials the new township finally had the boundaries it has now and 
contained 56 townships 4x9 miles. In 1859, however, it had 42 sections 
for it contained the pan handle which now belongs to Franklin. The county 

batarted in, 1836 with just three townships, Turkey Creek, Plain and ‘Wayne. 
Lake and Monroe were created since the Civil iJar. School teachers were ex- 
amined in the 1859's by two examiners appointed by the commissioners. The 
two chosen were John L, Db. Earnett and Joseph a. Funk. Barnett taught 
school here at that time and Funk had been a teacher. Barnett was a Baptist 


preacher who later was in the war. Warsaw had no good school. building until 


1858. Before this school was held in vacant rooms known &S subscription schoa. 
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The reports of the grand jury after an inspection of public 
buildings are found, In ane instance they Say that the old jail is 
not escape proof because some stovepipe holes are open. They also 
state that it is unsanitroy and not very clean, Some oldtimers still 
living say that the inside was lined with two by fours. Deliah Braten 
@ town character, was in there once on some charge and through care- 
lessness in her smoking she set the place on fire. Some urchins outside 
Saw her distress and pitched some snowballs thru the Window with which 
She extinguished the flames. Moll Rubnals and English Jimmy were two 
other characters of the times that no doubt were well acyuainted with 
the old structure. G. W. Scott, Alex Pittenger, Zena Bratt, and Jim 
Cisney were some of the sheriffs that used to be in charge of this old 
brick bastile which was sold to Conrads in 1870 when® the new jail was 
built..anna Bratt with the other children of Zena Bratt lived here when 
She was a small girl. The jail was long way north and south, two stories 
high, with the sheriff's rooms ebove. It was built about 1849, 

ihen we run over the mahy allowances made by the commissioners in 
the late 1850's we find the names of many old firms of the day who furn- 
ished goods or groceries for the poor, and many allowances for labor done 
for the county, and in case of doctors money for calls on the sick who 
were not able to a The charge for a call Was as much as 31.50. Leedy, 
Leslie and Boss were some of the doctors of the times. Leedy's office was 
where the postoffice is now. Leedy and Leslie both went to war in the 60': 
and Col. Leslie was killed. Leedy had a great deal of humor in his makeup 
and was a large man. His humor perhaps did his patients as much good as 
his pills. These were the days of fever and ague, lung fever, brain fever, 
acute indigestion, typhoid fever, &@nd small pox, Calomel, a chloride of 
nereura was used as a medicine although it was dangerous. If the patient 


did not watch his diet with calomel his teeth and hair would fall out 


and he would become Salivated, 
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To one who is historically bent and hes the time it is interesting 
to read old county records, je find those before the 1870's were written 
out with a quill pen and ink which seems to become blacker the longer it 
Stands. ‘Je find the old deed for the first poor farm recorded in deed re- 
Popo, Pager ali.) pt pete very long affair written after the ola Style | 
wherein each wife was examéned separately as to her dower and wherein 
a long string of words of conveyance is used. It is from Abraham G. & Jane 
Davis and Rivinns and Elizabeth Davis to the commissioners, Noah Rodebush, 
George Yeaver and Joseph ‘ietcalf. It conveys 160 acres more or less, 
after this farm was abandoned by the county it became known as the Wil- 
cox farm, The typing of the commissioners records began in 1899 so that 
the last 47 years of the records are easier to read, The best writing 
in the old books was by Bram Funk who really made some very neat records, 
Records are now typed on loose leaf pages and then made up into book form, 
a new record book costs about $35.00, 

at the present time the commissioners are not so much concerned with 


the poor because of the newly created Welfare Department. They still have 


general oversite of the roads and appoint a red road Superintendent. They 
have to do with the payment of money to contractors for ditch work and to 
miscellaneous persons for ditch repair if it is less than $100.00. They 
allow all bills against the county or disallow them as they see fit. In- 
stead of meeting for several consecutive days at a time as they used to ‘ 
they meet ohLy once a month, the first Monday in the month, They appoint 
the janitor of the courthouse, the Superintendent of the County Infirmary, 
the road superintendent: county health officer, county.nurse, etc. Bridge 
matters come before the Board. The county budget must meet their approval. 
The auditor is clerk of the commissioners' court,and he has general super-~ 
vision-over all the officials in the Courthouse, The only man, however, 


who can arrest the sheriff is the Sounty coroner, a custom of long standing.

One of the problems that the commissioners had to deal with 
from the time of their first meetings through the years was the matter 
of granting licenses to sell liquor. Back in the early reacords we find 
that on payment of a fee of $10 a person could sell spirituous and vinous 
liquors for a period of one year. A good many of the oldtime merchants 
in Warsaw, Leesburg and other towns applied for licenses. In 1860 or 
thereabouts a license fee of $50 was charged to sell liquors for one year 
to be drunk on a location that had to be accurately described in the ap- 
plication. There were seven saloons in Jarsaw in 1864 the farthest one 
from the central part of town being the one run by Tereni ena Shorb 
south across the tracks from the brick grist mill on Union Street. Here 
wr, Shorb had an eating house much patronized by people who would be 
Waiting at the old depot for a train. The old passenger depot iad 1893 
Was west of the mill. Mr. Shorb's stand was still there in the early 1890's 
Jack Shoup who used to pass papers for Keub Williams would go in there to 
warm up and eat whatever was handy. Shorb used to make regular trips to 
town jn @ sort of a jim crack which he drove along the south side of the 
tracks. vest of Shorb's place was a brick hotel Which still stands ina 
delapidated condition. 

To get a liquor license in the 1860's the saloon keeper had to find 
some lawyer who would make the application for him and submit it to the 
commissioners, the lawyer's name appearing in the introduction. The man 
who was seeking ‘ne license had to be a man of "good moral character". 
The liquor had to be sold in quanities of less than a quart and it was to 
be sold only on the premises described, In a good many cases someone would 
remonstrate against the granting of the license on the grounds that the 
man did not have sufficiently good moral SCREEN that there were 


other technical errors in the application, But regardless of all Opposition 
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the auditor would usually be ordered to grant the license for $50 and 
all other costs connected With the case. One man at Pierceton was ruled 
out and several in Warsaw were remonstrated against but the saloons went 
on just the same, By the 1870's the conditions had gotten so bad that 
the women of the town and some of their husbands started crusades against 
the liquor traffic and picketed the saloons from morning to night. These 
were the days when they tried to get men to wear blue and red ribbons. 
It is doubtful if any village of any size in the county ever was free from 
having at least one saloon on its streets. 

It seems from the records that the commissioners decided about 1864 
and 1865 to fix up the public square. The had the courthouse painted at 
a cost of 4275.00, had a new clapper put in the bell, had a fence put 
around the yard, had Mr. Kist to locate the four corners of the county 
property, and contracted for hitchracks consisting of large posts connec- 
ted by chains, These were still there fifty years ago. A plank sidewalk 
was made and a new outhouse placed "in the circus ring". Bids were ac- 
cepted for trees for the yard. Contracts were made with farmers to haul 
into town cobblestone and a cobblestone gutter was made around the square, 
it took something of this kind to keep the horses from pawing holes, 
ees & Neff made some new furniture for the offie building some of which 
is still in use. YJarsaw which was quite a dull place according to Reub 
Williams during the Civil ‘War began to take on new life now that the sold- 
iers were returning. Even the inside of the jail was given a new coat of 
miefieua shoes Bratt in the time under discussion turned the bastile over 
to Jim Cisney and they called it Castle Cisney. Bratt became deputy. By 
1868 it had become so illy ventilated and uncomfortable even for prisoners 
that the grand. jury recommended a new Tee which Was built in 1870-71, 
where Ben Richart once lived at the southwest corner of Indiana and Main 
streets. This jail somewhat modified thru the years is still used. 4 - 


jail break in 1868 of two men charged with murder was conclusive evidence

that the old brick structure was inadequate. The two men were found Se 
Marengo, Iowa and brought back for trial. Another person, however, was 
sentenced for the crdme, After the courthouse was fixed up it was ordered 
from ena that time on it was not to be used for all kinds of meetings as 
it had been in the past. 

In December, 1865 102 citizens of Pierceton applied for the place to 
be incorporated, The names of the 102 men appear, The population was 664, 
D, Litchenwalter and 101 others signed the application. Pierceton was 
founded as a railroad town when the Fort wayne and Chicago railroad was 
being built in 1854. The first layout of the town was some miles to the 
northeast of the present site. This site was abandoned when it was found 
that the railroad was going farther south than it was.first planned. We 
have old deeds to the railroad company for land up in the Oswego neighbor- 
hood which shows that at one time the road expected to go much fatther 
north than it did go. ‘ihenthe road was built they used many Irishmen and 
the Catholic church did mission work among them, There is a catholic cem- 
etery west of Pierceton and there used to be a Catholic church in the tow. 
Pierceton was at one time a factory center and was the second largest 
boat aa? the county. Pierceton is not close enough to any lake to profit 
much by resorters being in the same boat as Mentone and Milford. 

Among the allowances for this period we find the following. D. W. 
Nye was allowed $30.00 for 20 load of stone delivered to the north side 
of the square for gutters. Eli Snyder was paid for plastering at the jail. 
Elijah Hays drew his pay for trees furnished for the lawn, E, Barns for 
cleaning supp ens: 67.50.48. Ce Sapp was contracted with to doctor the 
poor. His office was just north of the iMethodist church. Ball & Whitten- 
berger,:Chipman & Funk, Burgess & Gilmore, Williams & Rousseau, Hudson 
Beck, Stover & Ricket, Lair & Miller, and Hendee & Glessner are some of 


the firms mentioned in the records as furnishing supplies to the county. 
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Loney & Neff said they would furnish coffins at wl.OO a foot. They 
were paid $15.50 for making a chair Pir the judges stand. Geo. R. 
Thralls was allowed the sum of 40 cents for furnishing school books for 
Some children at the poor house. John Grabner was paid $69.10 for new 
Stove pipe #e% eh for the offices, Oil for the auditor's office came at 
70¢ a gallon. James H. ‘Williams was paid ¥14.25 for doing some papering 

in the sheriff's rooms at the jail. 

Luring the Civil War days Valois Butler was principal of the Union 
School, a three story brick building which stood at the southwest corner 
of Detroit and Market Street. This was built in 1858. D. T. Johnson was 
the first principal, Butler was a good man for the place according to 
some of his students. He was appointed school examiner and paid $3.00 a 
day for about ten days of his time attending to this work. The commission- 
ers had this appointment to make each year. Besides this school there was 
the Cowan Seminary south of the railroad on the east side of Datrott Street 
Robert Cowan appeared before the honorable Board to have part of the tag 
taxes rescinded on this school building. The Cowan school was the aristo- 
Cratic school of the town and Jane Cowan was a woman of very high ideals. 
The dea of a free school where everybody's children went did not go over 
SO big when the law providing for them first came out. The idea of private 
schools came over with the colonists from England. Walter Scott taught: in 
the Cowan school, He was rector of Saint andrew's Episcopal Church which 
stood¢ diagonally opposite the Union School. He was also appointed school 
examiner, 

And so we leave the troubles of the commissioners in the sixties, 

They had their troubles with the war in granting bonuses and money to 
families of deceased veterans. They had their tax levies to make and 
election expenses to take care of. They had their bridges to build and 


roads to change and grant’. One recreation they had was an annual trip’ to 


the poor house in one of Perry Jayues rigs, or Berst's or Kirtley's
